PACIFIC MAIL INVESTICATION. 
ILWIN SHOWS HIS TRUE COLORS. 
Special Dwpatich te The Chicago Tribune, 

V /asurnaron, D. C., Dec. 21.—The sensational 
fea ‘ure of the dayinthe House was the pre- 
sen tation for contempt of Richard B. Irwin, the 
rec'isant witness inthe Pacific Mail iovestiga- 
tio: 1. Mr. Irwin was this morning for the first 
tim e produced before the whole Committce on 
Wa vs and Means. A series of inquiries were pro- 
po! inded designed to call forth specific informa, 
tion asto the persons to whom he paid the 
mcmey. The witness refused to testify on vari- 
ow 3 grounds, He claimed that the Committee 
was without authority to put the ques- 
tic n ; that, if it had _ authority, the 
su dject was not in. the jurisdiction 
of the present Congress; and that his concep- 
tic m of his duties as an honorable man would 
prevent his reply. He was very firm but reso- 
luve. The Committee, on the expiration of the 
m: »rning hour, presented him tothe House for 
co atempt. ‘Lhe significant passages of his tes- 
tir nony taken in secret session of the sub-Com- 
nr tee wore first read. This evidence contained 
n¢ thing which was not stated in these dispatches 
ol’ last night. Gen. Butler, as was to 
bi) expected, very naturally undertook the 
difense of Irwin. His speech was a 
c) aracteristic one, made up for the most 
p art of abuse of Bis antagonists, and of a medley 
o f forced pathos and diatribes against journal- 
iiits. He made one point which seemed to be 
vy, ell taken ; thag was, that 

THE PRESENT CONGRESS HAD NO JURISDICTION 
«ver the acts of @ member of the past Congress. 
“(ius same question was raised in connection 
‘\,ith the Credit-Mobilier investigation, when the 
1 oint now made by Butler was conceded, but the 
] fouse, ip no humor to stand very closely by law 
cr precedent, passed the resolution directing 
J] rwin to be presented before the bar of the 
} Louse for contemps with scarcely a dissenting 
v ote. 

IRWIN SNEAKS AWAY. 

Before the resolution calling upon him to show 
cause was presepted, Irwin was first discharged 
i rom the previogs contempt in not appearing be- 
{ore the Commi Directly he waa discharged 
| 16, was notified By the Committee chat he was 
(10 longer under he surveillance of the Sergeant- 
nt-Arms, but, ifhe left before the consideration 
of the second regolution as to the contempt for 
refusing to t@tify, the Committee would 
ec onsider that Irwin had committed a fresh con- 
tempt. The Igtter disregarded tho notice 
of the Committge, and jeft the Capitol for his 
hotel. He was @losely followed by two detectives 
o { the oflice of ho Sergeant-at-Arms, who were 
un wstructed to ke@p sight of him until they should 
b 2 advised that ghe resolution for his second ar- 
rest passed. It was rumored that Irwin had es- 
camped, but the Warrant was served upon him this 
ev ening. 


(Te the Associated Press.) 
IRWIN'S EXAMINATION. 

\ VasHINGTon, DAC.,Dec.21,-Tne Ways and Means 
Ccmmittee held an open session to-day, when 
Ri chard L. [rwia@ was asked, Wiil you state, with 
re ference to your testimony before a sub-com- 
mittee, on Satugday, whom did you employ to 
help you me a subsidy ? 

.Answer—l neigher employed, nor promised, nor 
ag reed to pay, wor had any understanding with, 
ariy person thaé he should pay money to any 
member or officer of this Congress, or of the 
Forty-second C@ngress, or any person subject to 
th:> juriedictionwf this House. 

(luestion—Pli@ase give the names of those 
pe rsons whom gou did employ. 

Irwin—I m decline, for further reasons 
g’.ven the Sub-Gommittee, and also for an addi- 
vi.onal reason, which I will now state. 

Some discusfion here arose as to whotber 
l.rwin’s statements to the Sub-Committee, in- 

cluding the fogr rearons referred to, should be 
‘read to the fullMommittee and made public. It 
was finally decided tuat they should not be read 
in the public meeting. 

Irwin then pgfoceeded to state, as his fifth rea- 
son for declini to answer, that the Ways and 
Means Commitgee have not been authorized or 
empowered by ghe House to ask the question. 

Qvestion—Wd@i you state to the Committee 
what portion of the $750,000 you put in the 
hands of otber persons to aid you in your work? 

Answer—lI paid the whole amount I received 
to other perecas whom I emplored. 

Question—W£€l you state what was the largest 
sum paid to apy one person ? 

Answer—lI deeline. 

The witness then, in response to other ques- 
tions, testified that he paid no money to any per- 
son except for their own personal services, and 
that he had a list containing the names of such 
persons, but there is not among them the name 
of any person who is now, or ever was, 2 member 
or officer of this House, The witness reiterated 
his refusal to disclose the name of any person 
whomsoever employed by him, on the ground 
that all counsel and other parties whoge services 
were secured were employed in the same confi- 
dential manner. 

The Chairman then stated that Irwin could be 
excused for the present, while portions of the 
record of his ¢xamination were being written out 
for presentation to the House. Whereupon Irwin 
said: ‘'I am in a very weak condition. The 
Committee have crowded me and crowded my 
memory this morning, and I desire to be allowed 
to revise and correct my testimony before it is 
made public.” 

Witness testified that the whole amount re- 
ceived by him from the Company was $750,000, 
and that Stockwell acted in the matter under or- 
ders and by authority of the Board of Direct- 
ors, and all payments made to him by the Com- 


pany in this matter were made by and under the | 


orders and authority of the Board. 

Witness testified that the whole of the $750,000 
was put into his hands for the purpose of pay- 
ing the sudsidy, and for ' no other purpose, and 
that it was all so used. It was drawn from the 
American Exchange Bank, two days after being 
deposited by him. The original entry on the 
Company’s books was to Alden B. Stockwell 
individually; but the checks were subsequently 
changed and mado payable to the order of wit- 
ness. ‘he Vice-President explained to him that 
this was done because Stockwell was going out 
of the city and thoucht Irwin would need the 
monoy. Witness never had any dealings with 
the bankers Harriatt & Noyes. 

Witness further testified that the $750,000 was 

drawn from the American Exchange Bank on 
his personal checks. All but between $50,000 
and « $100,000 of the money was drawn 
by loose checks, and not from any 
regniar check-book. The checks were 
all returned to witness, who destroyed them in 
August, 1873. Had no stubs or records to show 
to whom they were given. Irwin, upon being 
asked who he employed to assist in 
obtaining the subsidy, refused to answer, 
giving several reasons for his refusal. He 
denie/ the jurisdiction of the Committee, and 
said he did not employ in this connection any 
Senator, or member of Congress, or any officer 
of the present Congress who was a member or 
officer of the Forty-second Congress. 
_ ‘Lhe gravest and controlling reason for declin- 
ing to meet the wishes of the Committee was, 
that he had no right, as an honorable man, to 
disclose the particulars of any confidential rela- 
tion existing between himself and any other 
person whatever, and especially in relation toa 
subject not within the jurisdiction of the House 
of Representatives. 

Question—How many persons did you employ 
to aid you in procuring the passage of the Sub- 
sidy biil ? 

A.—I think I would answer that question if I 
could recollect the number, but I really don’t 
remember the number, Quite a large number. I 
perm say, Off-hand, as many a8 twenty or 
thirty. 

Q.—Do you mean to say that your engagement 
of persons to aid you in procuring the passage 
of the sudeidy through Congress for the Pacitic 
Mail Steamship Company was of such a secret 
and confidential character that you cannot 
honorably disclose it ? 

Mr. Chapman—lI object at this stage of the pro- 
ceedings, and instruct the witness not to an- 
ewer that question, as it is outside of tho juris- 
diction under which this inquiry was directed. 

The witness—I decline to answer that ques- 
tion upon the ground that it is beyond the juris- 
diotion of the Committee under the resolution 
by which this inquiry was ordered,and upon other 
grounds. 

The Committee adjourned until Monday. 

The Chairman assured pin that he should have 
that privilege, and the Committee then went into 
secret session. 

THE CASE OF IRWIN IN THE HOUSE, 

In the House, Mr. Dawes, Chairman of the 
Committee on Wavs and Means, madea report 
of the refusal of Kichard B. Irwin to answer cer- 
tain questions put tu him respecting the distri- 
bation by him of the $750,000 received from the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company to aid in the 
procuring of additional subsidy for the China mail 
service. The stenographic report of Irwin's ex- 
amination having been read, Mr. Dawes moved 
the adoption of an order that the Speaker issue 
lus warrant tothe Sergeant-at-Arms, command- 


| ing himto take into custody Richard B. Irwin, 


and bring him to the bar of the House, to show 
cause why he should not be punished for con- 
tempt. 

MR. DAWFS’ REMARKS, 

Mr. Dawes went outo say: ‘Tbis witness read- 
ily aud almost cheerfully states to the Commit- 
tee and tothe country that, forthe purpose of 
eee private legislation by Congress, he has 

aken $750,000 and brought it to the very doors 
of Congress; and then because he did not enter 
these halls with his money bags in bis hand 
and walk up and down these aisles distributing 
it, but put the remainder of his work in the 
hands of third parties he fancies that he can put 
astopto this investigation ; and the question 
for this House to determine is whether, having 
had rolled on its shoulders an inference which it is 
impossible otherwise to repel, the House shall 
let that inference remain that that subsidy was 
procured by an expenditure of this sum of 
money. There is no membex whose name stands 
recorded for that measure, or who omitted to 
vote against it, who has not the charge laid at 
his door, and all such members cail on 
this Honse to repel that inference, which this 
witness seems voluntarily and with great alacrity 
to desire to lay down upon them. But if it 
touched the character of no member of the 
House, it touches the methods of legislation 
and means of legislation at the hands of Con- 
gress, and Congress cannot omit to investigate 
it tothe bottom and to understand its length 
and breadth, If thia money reached corruptly 
no member of this House, it was, however, ex- 
pended to procure the passage of the bill, and 
whether it was by private entertain- 
ments, or by any other process whatever, 
then Congress must know in what manner 
legislation is procured here, or Congress must 
cease to have regard noi only to the personal 
character of its members but to the respect of 
the people for what is done in Congress. There 
is no aspect in which this witness presents the 
case that Congress can retreat from. I] am, my- 
self, very well convinced of the motive which 
has brought him from Europe to tempt the Com- 
mittee of Wavs and Means to bring him here, 
and to draw out of him just what bas been 
drawn out of bim; but I am filled with amaze- 
ment that any sane man could for one moment 
suppose that he could testify thus much and no 
more. 

THE POWER OF THE HOUSE IN THE PREMISES. 

A long aud sowewhat technical discussion en- 
sued as to the power of the House to punish for 
contempt. Mr. Stephens and Gen. Butler 
argued that, as the law provides for the punish- 
ment of arecusant witness by sending him for 
trial before a court and jury of the District of 
Columbia, the House has no other power in the 
matter. They denied that there was in tiis 
country any such thing as Parliamentary com- 
mon law, and claimed the constitutional right of 
a citizen to be tried before a court and jury, 

On the other band, Messrs. Dawes, Kasson, 
and Beck claimedfthat, besides the statutory pro- 
vision giving the court the power to punish re- 
cusant witness by fine and imprisonment, each 
house bad the power to punish for contempt. 

Mr. Beck also suggested the propriety of pass- 
ing another law, giving Congress iteeif power 
to commit a recusant witness to Imprisonment 
in the County Jail for twelve months. 

Mr. Lawrence argued that the House had the 
same power in such matters ag the English 
House of Commons. 

IRWIN WITHDRAWS. 

While Mr. Lawrevco was speaking, Mr. Beck 
remarked that he bad just been informed tliat 
Irwin was no longer in the custody of the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms, and was preparing to leave 
Washington by the next train. 

Mr. Beck’s announcement created some ex- 
citement, but the discussion was continued. In 
the course of it Butler characterized Congres- 
sional investigations as mere *‘ wind machines.” 
He argued that the House might just as well 
condemn a recusant witness to torture and the 
thumb-screw as to assume the power to punish 
him by committing him to jail. 

At last the discussion closed, and the order 
asked for by Mr. Dawes was made without a 
division of the House. 

IRWIN'S LITTLE GAME. 

A prominent member of the Ways and Means 
Committee, in conversation to-night on the com- 
ing publicity of Irwin’s testimony, said it was 
now apparent that Irwin had studiously deceived 
the Sub-Committee by an appearance of candor, 
and by framing his answers 80 a5 not only to lead 
them to suppose that he would reply to all fur- 
ther inquiries, buat also that he was 
fully authorized by the Directors of 
the Company to expend immense surns 
of money to secure increased subsidy. The 
member said this impression had been artfully 
produced, but was wholly contradicted by the 
testimony subsequently given before the Com- 
mittee, showing that the resolution author.zing 
Irwin's employment was passed by the HExecu- 
tive Committee and ratified by the Board of Di- 
rectors oply upon the repeated assurance of 
President Stockwell that it contemplated an ex- 
penditure not to exceed $10,009, and to be only 
for counsel foes and other legitimate expenses, 
such as entertaiment, etc. 

It is ascertained to-mght that Irwin had along 
interview last evening with the agent of the 
Central PaciGc Railroad Company, and that on 
Friday night he was closeted until a very late 
hour with another representative of parties 
known to be bitterly inimical to the present man- 
agement of the Pacific Mai) Company. 

These interviews are alleged to be very signif- 


| icant in view of his refusa! to answer furtber 
‘ queations put by the Sub-Committee on Satur- 


| 


day, and his continued refusal to the fuil Com- 
mittee to-day.

IRWIN'S EXPLANATION. 

In reply to this, Irwin testified as follows: I 
stated to Stockwell that my understanding was 
$500,000 instead of $250,000, and that I should 
at the proper time call upon him for his checks 
for the additional amount. 

On the 5th day of May I received the following 
communication from Mr. Stockwell :

R. B. Irwin: 

Deak Stn: Yours of the sicamsto hand. Weare 
much encouraged by the result of yesterday, were it 
not forthe demands of to-day, When we were de- 
feated in the House, you said tome “ there was some 
good to come of it ; that if we did get our bill it would 
cost less.” I don't think it wise for the Company to 
give their checks in this matter, notwithstand- 
ing Inow inclose the four checks for $100,000 each, 
as you desire; but if they must be used, I would pre- 
fer my checks to be substituted for those; but as I 
tay above, I send them because I want to do every- 
thing to insure success, Of course you will return me 
my Gaiecks for $250,000 previously sent you. Yours, 
very respectfully, A, B, SiocK WELL. 

Irwin eaid he did not return the first checks 
sent ; he was engaged in this special business 
during each of the sessions of Congress of 1869 
and 1370, 1870 and 1871, and 1871 and 1872. 

WHY IRWIN WAS DISCHARGED. 

The following explanation is made of Irwin's 
discharge from custody: The resolution of last 
Monday authorized and procured Irwin’s arrest 
in New York, and his detention here as a witness 
who had failed to appear before the Com- 
mittee in obedience to its subpena, but having 
appeared and testified up to a certain 
point, and then refused to answer the question, 
the House was applied to for its warrant to or- 
der him to show cause why he should not be pun- 
ished as a contumacious witness. This pre- 
supposed his having a:peared before the Com- 
mittee, and consequently involved his discharge 
from former arrest.

TRICKS THAT ARE VAIN. 
SOME OF THEM ESSAYED BY THE HONEST DEMOC- 
RACY.

Wasuinoton, D. C., Dec. 21.—There was more 
than the usual partisan zeal manifested in the 
House to-day, for a bill day. The Democrats 
were very eager to put the Republicans upon the 
record in favor of schemes which many of the 
latter do not approve, but, owing to an exeeed- 
ing bad judgment and utter want of parliament- 
ary leadership, the Democrats in one or two con- 
spicuous instances were unsuccessful. The fa- 
mous safe-burgiary resolution, which was de- 
feated last Monday by Republican votes, was 
again introduced to-day, Beck having 


transferred the resolution to Bromberg. There 
was no debate. The resolution again 
failed, the House refusing to second 
the previous question by a vote of 72 yeas to 
$4 nays. It was promised last week. when the 
resolution: was defeated. that some Republican 
would present it this week, and that the Repub- 
licans who last week voted against it because 
they werd unwilling to follow a Democratic 
leadership would be released from their fealty 
to party discipline, and would vote for the inves- 
tigation. This promise was not kept. The Re- 
publicans not only did vot introduce the resolu- 
tion, but voted in iarge numbers against it. 
Neither side seemed to desire an aye and nay 
vote upon the question, as the publication of the 
vote of last week did not prove pieasant reading. 
WHAT ONE UPRIGHT BOURBON DID WITH HIS LIT- 
TLE VOTE. 

The Holman re:>lution declaring against the 
granting of any subsides in land or money again 
failed to pass, but it only lacked one vote of the 
necessary two-thirds, the vote standing yeas 149, 
nays 75. The Democrats must be held responsi- 
ble for the defeat of this measure to-day, as it 
was about to be carried, when Crittenden, of 
Missouri, changed his vote to nay, stating that 
he yoted vea under misapprehension. This sin- 
gle vote defeated the resolution.

ONE OF OUR INSIGNIFICANT DEPENDENCIES. 
Wasutxetox, D. C., Dec. 21.—The usual 
number of bills was introduced in the House to- 
day. Following ts an analysis of the more im- 
portant ones: Mr. Kelley’s bill in relation to 
the ownership of the Island of Navasser recites

BILL TO ABOLISH INTEBNAL REVENUE TAXES, 
A bill was introduced to abolish all internal 
revenue taxes, except those upon distilled spir- 
its. fermented liquors, aud tobacco, snuff, and 
cigars, aod increase the tax on distilled epirits 
to 80 cents per gallon. It also repeals the sec- 
ond section of the actof June 6, 1872, which 
made a reduction of 10 percent on the articles 
therein enumerated, thus restoriog the duties 


on said articles to what they were prior to the 
passage of that act. 
PENSION BILL. 

Mr. Albright’s bill amendatory of the Pensiog

CONGRESSIONAL ELEcTTONS. 

The Scuthern Republicans have agreed 
endeavor to secure the passage of a Federal 
election bill for the purposes of the next Presix 
dental election.

The following are its substantial 
provisions : It is entitled “‘ A bill to protect the 
electors and prevent fraud in 
elections and for other purposes;” that eack 
political party shall be entitled to be 
at each polling place on the ‘Board of 
and the denial of such representation an 
against the denying party, in case of a 
It i# made the duty of the United 
States District Judge, on the written application 
of any ten voters, to appoint Commissioners who 
shall appoint Supervisors to reserve and count 
the ballots deposited at a convenient voting- 
place. The Marshal is also required to int 
deputies to attend at each poll, upon the written 
request of any ten voters, said deputies to re- 
port tothe Marshal any attempt to prevent the 
free use of tho elective franchise, who 
transmit the same to the District-Attorney for 
his action. The ballots, list of voters, and tally- 
lists are required to be preserved till the close of 
the first session of Covgress to be affected by 
such election, and maybe used in contested 
election cases. 

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 

The following is the amendment to the Cone 
stitution proposed by Mr. Lawrence. of Obio: 

Ant. —. No claim against the United States shall be 
paid unless presented in pursuance of law by the 
claimant within ten years after having legal right and 
capacity to do so, or within such less period as may be 
prescribed by law. A ciaim rejected by any authore 
ized officer, or reported adversely by a committee of 
either House of Congress, shall not be re-examinea or 
paid unless within six years after such rejection or ade 
verse report.

ONE ORDERED FOB ALABAMA.

The Democrats were not successful y= theis 
attempt to secure an investigation into Op- 
erations of Maj. Merrill. Their failure wae 
mainly due to their lack of candor and to their 
utter want of parliamentary ski The resolu- 
tion was drafted in a vague, indefinite way, and 
interpreted as an attack u the en- 
tira army. Most of the ouse, until 
after the vote was taken, did not 
know what the resolution meant. The Demo- 
crats had not the courage or manliness to say 
that they meant Maj. Merrill. Maj. Merrill is 
the army officer who was so conspicuous in the 
arrest of the Ku-Klux in South Carolina twe 
years ago, aod who this summer was active in 
Louisiana in connection with the arrest of the 
perpetrators of the Coushatta massacre.

POSTAL CONVENTION WITH JAPAN. 
CIBCULAB FROM THE POST-OFFICE DEPARTMENT, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Dec. 21—The following 
circular bas been issued from the Post-Office 
Department, Office of Foreign Mails : 

A Postal Convention has been concluded between the 
United States and the Empire of a ap 
exclange of correspondence between two countries: 
by means of the direct line of United States mail 
packets plying between San Francisco and Japan, as 
well as by such other means of direct mail 
transportation between the United States and Japan as 
shail hereafter be established with the approval 
of the respective post departments of the twe 
countries, 

This Convention will be carried into‘operation on the 
lst day of January, 1875, and establishes an interna 
tional letter postage of 15 cents per each single rate of 
half am ounce or fraction thereof, prepayment compul- 
sory ; and the letters so prepaid im one country are to 
be delivered free of all charges whatsoever in the oth- 
er. Letters unpaid or prepaid less than one full rate 
of postage cannot be forwarded ; but insufficiently paid 
letters, on which a single rate or more has been pro- 
paid, wil! be forwarded charged with the deficient post~ 
age for collection on delivery, together with a fine of 
6 cents on each such insufficiently paid letter. 

Each country is to collect its own postage only, on 
printed matter of all kinds, patterns, and samples of 
merchandise, at the following rates, viz, : 

The United States postage on newspapers is fixed af 
2 cents each, and on all other articles of printed mat- 
ter, patterns, and aampies of merchandise, 2 cents for 
each weight of 2 ounces or fraction of 2 ounces, 
whether sent or received, 

The Japanese postage on newspapers and other arti- 
cles of printed matter, patierns, and samples of mer- 
chaadise, sent to or received from the Uuited States, 
is the same as charged for domestic postage by the 
laws and regulatious of that country, 

All claeses of correspondence may be registered om 
repayment of a registration fee of 10 cents in the 
‘nited States, and 15 sen in Japan, in addition to the 

ordinary postage chargeable thereon; and this fea, 
together with tae postage, shall always be fully pre~- 
paid, 

All passengers’ letters sent back to the United States 
by paseing mail steamers on the high seas shall-be paid 
in full, at 10 cents per single rate, with United States 
}ostage stamps; and all passengers’ letters sent back to 
Japan by passing mail steamers on the high seas shall 
be prepaid in full, at 10 sen per tingle rate, with Jap~- 
anese postage stam ps. 

San Francisco is the Office of Exchange, on the side 
of the United States, for ail mails forwarded to or re- 
ceived from Japan under the provisious of the Con- 
veution, 

Provision has aleo been made under this Convention 
for an exchange of mails between the United States 
Postal Agency at Shanghai, China, and the Japanese 
Post-Offices of Yokohama, HMiogo, and Nagasaki, by 
moans of United States or Japanese mail-packets piy- 
ing regularly on the route between the ports of Japan 
and Shanghai, China, and the rates of postage to he 
levied at the United States Postal Agency at Shanghai 
on correspondence from Shanghai for Japan is fixed 
at 6 cents per each single rate of half an ounce or un- 
der on letterss2 cents cach on newspapers and 
current, and 2 cents per each weight of 2 ounces or 
fraction of 2 ounces on other articics of printed ma® 
ter, patterns, and samples of merchandise, prepay 
ment compulsory, 

Postmasters will levy and collect postage om corrée 
spondence exchanged with Japan in accordance with 
the provisions herein set forth on and after the lst of 
January, 1875,

THE FREICHT RAILROAD, 
GUBSTANCE OF THE BILL BREPORTED FROM THE 
COMMITTEE ON RAILROADS AND CANALS.

Wasuinatoxr, D. C., Dec. 13.—The bill report- 
ed to-day by Hurlbut, from the Commuitjee on 
Railroads and Canals, is a substitute for the bill 
introduced by him last winter to charter a double- 
track freight railway from tide-water on the At- 
lantic coast to the Missouri River.

The 
object of this corporation is declared to be to 
construct and operate a railroad for freight only,

Binfls, Ta., or elsewhere on the east bank of the 
Missouri River, in the State of lowa. The 
tracks must be laid with steel on solid steel- 
headed rails, and tho construction of the main 
lines must bs commenced at both ends within one 
, and finished within four years from the en- 

t of this bill. The Company is also au- 
thorized to construct branches deflecting from 
the main line at convenient points, to run to 
Chicago and St. Louis, and such other branches 
not exceeding two on each side of thé main line 
in ahy one State, as may be desired. The Com- 
y may also léase or purchase other lines of 
pailwa subject to the consent of the States 
wherein located. It must transport al! cars, and 
any freight offered, on equal terms for all per-

Great Reduction in Freight Ratixs—The 
Transportation (Companies 
Losing Money.

From the New York Tunes, Dec. 19. 

The canal season which closed on the 12th 
inst. has been one of the most disash:ous on 
record to the lake and canal transporati: 1 com- 
panies. The combined rates for freigiii were 
ruinously low, being on an average about. 27 per 
cent under those of the previoug year, and 42 
per cent under the rates of 1872. From. these 
facts it would be supposed thatthe voluine of 
business would have increased, but the enatrary 
is the case. There has beev a large fali1og off 
in the carrying trade, amounting to peruly 20 
per cent as compared with last year, while the 


railroads have largely imcreased their ‘trade. 
This falling off in the quantity of grain ‘trans- 


ported by lake and canal is also remarkable 
from the fact that the grosa receipts of g)"iun at 
this port during the year from all sources will at 
least be 15,000,000 bushels more than the «uan- 
tity received the previous year, In 18'/i3 the 
gross receipts of bulk graiti at New York were 
72,714,370 bushels; the receipts during the pres- 
ent year, up to Dec. 1, were 84,093,146 bue hela, 
and it is estimated that before the 3lst of this 
month 38,000,000 additional bushels will have 
been received, making the total for the yeai: 1873

BROWNLOW’S SUCCESSOR. 
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Notes of the Senatorial Contest in 
Tennessce. 
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The Fight Practieally Narrowed Down 
to a Tussle Between Andrew 
Johnson and Gov. 

Brown.

NASHVILLE, ‘TenN., Dec. 17.—The Senatorial 
question is the absorbing topic in Tennessee 
now, and will be until the Legisiature decides, 
early in January, who will be Brownlow’s suc- 
cessor. There are eight or ten candidates, but 
it is generally believed that the contest will be 
reduced to a set-to between 
EX-PRESIDENT JOHNSON AND GEN. JOHN C. BROWN, 
present Governor of the State. Johnson, who 
is a8 ambitious and combative as ever, is stop- 
ping here at the Maxwell House, and is the cen- 
tre of admiring crowds daily. He is robust and 
vigorous in his phvsical make-up, and looks 
good for twenty years yet. ‘That he is making a 
determined, if not desperate, fight for victory, is 
evinced in every movement; but, aa the case 
siands at present, it looks asif his chances of 
success were not the most promising. But there 
is no telling whata day may bring forth. In 
view of the general interest manifested in the 
contest, in and out of the State, it will not be 
without interest to give a running resume of 
the salient points of the Senatorial situation. 

LDesides Johnson and Brown, there are

and the success of any oye of the latter will rest 
on the contingency that, failing after 
repeated balloting to elect either John- 
son or Brown, tbe Legislature will at 
last settle on a compromise candidate 
from the other aspirants. ‘hese are: the Hon. 
Edwin Ewing, an old and able lawyer, but a bit 
Bourbonish ; Gen. Quarles, Gen. Bate, Col. Sav- 
ave, Col. Bailey, a quartette of ex-Rebels; the 
Hiou. John Netherland, and Chief-Justice Nich- 
Olson. ‘The latter vevtlewan was United States 
Senator when the War broke out, and, like oth- 
ers in Congress, left the Senate to join his for- 
tunes with the Confederacy. He won't be 
elected. Gen. Quarles is a man of fair ability, 
with strong predilections for office, and no lac 
of cheek in seeking it. His chances would be 
good in the event of the contingency referred 
to above. Gen. Bate licks solidity, but is 
full of windy eloquence. He stands no show. 
Col. Savage is @ ranting, warring Boanergea, 
much more familiar wiih the mvsteries of poker 
than he is with pice constitutional pointe. He 
might be able to secure tliree votes out of a hun- 
dred,—not more. Netherland is a nice, easy- 
going East Tennesseean of the old school; will 
ret a few complimentary votes, aud then he 
dropped. So much for what may be termed the 
second-class caudidatea. 

As I said, the fight will be between Johnson 
and Drown, and a fierce and, maybe,

it promises to be. Johwuson is already a national 
Character, and his sirong aa well as his weak 
poipts are pretty well known. While he has a 
great deal of personal magnetism about him, 
and attracts mento his side in this way, his po- 
litical course during the last few vears has been 
such as to excite a widespread opposition 
throughout the State. A Conservative he is, 
but be has bushwhacked outside the party-lines, 
and there are plentvgf people who insist that his 
blows have been mainly effective on the wrong 
side. With all this, let it not be forgotten 
that Johnson's unflinching Unionism bas never 
deserted him, and that a good deal of the oppo- 
rition he now meurs would not exist if the ex- 
President's political autecedents had been dif- 
ferent. I confess toa preference for the man 
over any of his rivals, which is heightened by 
the fact that evea now he will not 
CRINGE OR BOW THE KNEE 

to the Bourbon Baal. Johnson would baye been 
a sironger man before the Legislature if the ex- 
citement of the last political campaign, inten- 
sified by the Civil-Righbts agitation, did not pro- 
duce a tension of party lines which necessarily 
tells against political guerrillas. Indeed, if Mr. 
Johnson is defeated, it will be mainly owing to 
this cause.

Johnson, I judge, will develop his 
best strength on the first and second ballots, 
and, tome, it looks extremely doubtfnlif he 
receives more than forty-five votes. §iill, the 
Legislature, it is pth oars 5: admitted, is some- 
what of an uncertain quantity, and it is hazart- 
ous to anticioate how Ms Benatorial favors will 
be bestowed. 

GEN. JOHN ¢, BROW, 
present Governor of the State, but whose term 
ex;ares in January (when a Senator will be 
elected), is looked unon by many as the coming 
man. Possessing plausible and swaye manners, 
and a good dealof tact in the matter of wire- 
pulling ; with a good party record, and a record 
as a liebel Major-General that may possibly be 
of some advantage, his qualifications in these 
particulars will stand him well im hand. 
As f\ statesman, he hardiy ranks 
as No. 1, although, while being neither brilliant 
or profound, he is what might be ealled a eafe 
man,—-certainly ap improvement on the Spencer 
aud Flanagan order. The Governor's disloyaliy 
is a thing of the past, as he is certainly as Joval 
and progressive to-davyas the ordinary recon- 
structed Southerner.

TRANSFUSION OF BLOOD. 

Dr. F. Hotz read a paper entitled “4 Trans. 
fusion of Lamb’s blood.” The substance of the 
paper is as follows: Over two centuries ago the 
transfusion of the blood of animals into b 
being’, with a view to prolonging life in the 
jaiter, was extensively practiced. The Dumber 
of failures of success consigned the operation to 
a peace which was only broken by the experi- 
ments of Dr. Oscar Hasse ig Germany within 

he past three years.: Dr. Hasse published 
a book this year on tbe subject, in 
which it is stated that lamb’s billood has been 
tranefused im cases of phthisis with wondegfy 
and startling effect, for it did not seem likiyth: 
the addition of a few ounces of lamb’s bload 
could sustain 8 sinking patient. 

During the past summer the author of this 
paper (Dr. Hotz) and two other members of thy 
Medicai Society male vine experiments—fiye ip 
eases Of phthisis, three iu eases of chronie ans. 
mia, aud one in bemerrhage. The operation 
failed in six casea. The mode of procedure in 
the transfusion is thus described: A young and 
healthy lamb was taken, strapped to 4 
table, and the carotid artery exposed 
A small clamp aud a eilk ligature wen 
applied to the artery a few inehes apart, te 
stop the circulation of the blood. A glass tube 
was then introduced betweeu the ligature sad 
the clamp. The lamb being thus prepared theda 
tors turned to the patieat, who was near by, and 
selected a su'table vein in the forearm for the te 
ception of the lamb’s blood. An opening wa 
made in the vein, and, a tube being inserted 
connection was made with that in the artery of 
the lamb. and the transfusion ensues. The 
erations lasted on an average from eighty to 
seconds, ‘lhe quantity of blood transfused was 
ascertained by allowing the lamb’s blood to figs 
into a yessel for ten sesonds.

A **RARE AND NOVEL” CASE. 

Another case of arare and novel characteris 
that of Amanda Baithaseer ve. Robert Miller. 
In June, 1872, the plaintiff was at service at the 
house of the defendant, a well-to-do farmer, re- 
siding in Wy yane t To wnsh ip. Acc ‘ording t Oo ber 
story, Miller made improper advances to her, 
and first by threats, and secondly by exciting 
ber passions, succeeded in effecting Ler ruin, re- 
sulting in ber preguancy. Amanda was a mar- 
ried woman, but ber husband had deserted her 
some two or three years previous to ber going 
into Milier’s service. By the Baetardy act (Sec. 
1). unmarried women Oniy can sue for an offense 
of this character. 

The first question that arose on the declara- 
tion was raised by ademurrer, It was, whether 
or not a married woman could maintain an ac- 
tion of case (in Which form thesuit was brought) 
in a@ matter of this kind, consicerable doubt be- 
ing expressed as to whecher thére was any rem- 
e dy at law. 

Counsel for plaintiff (on the hearing of the 
demurrer) argued that, Ss the act of 1561, known 
as the ** Married Woman's act,” the “right of 
action” was “her separate property,” in con- 
tempiation of law, and that therefore she could 
maintain her action. 

The next question that was raised was that,

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being a married woman, she could not sue alone. 
To this, answer was made that if the husband 
was a proper party, he might conspire with the 
defendant todefeatthe right of action ia his 
wife, or execute a release. 
OUR MARRIED WOMAN'S ACTS 

are peculiar tothis State, so that adjudicated 
cases of other States do not throw much light 
upon the question at iseue. Then again, a mar- 
ried woman, if abandoned by her husband, if she 
could not sue alone, or maintain an action in her 
own name, would be left wholly without a rem- 
edy, in cases where she was so unfortunate as to 
submit to the advances of the other sex, or even 
in cases where she waa the innocent victim of a 
rake. 

JUDGE LELAND OVERRULED THE DEMURRER 
to the declaration, on the authority of the case 
of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad 
Company vs. Dunon (52 Lil., 260), wherein the 
Supreme Coart held, first, that the right of ac- 
tion by reason of persona! injuries, received by 
@® married woman, is. her ‘‘ separate property;” 
second, that being her separate property, she 
may sué alone. 

Judge Leland further held that the advances 
made by the defendant, even by laying his hand 
on the plaintiff, to make an unlawful proposal to 
her, was an assault, for which she could main- 
tain her action, acd that what followed such as- 
sault could be given in evidence on the question 
of damares. 

This latter proposition is supported by the case 
of Dickey va. MeDonnell (41 Lil. 62), Thisisa 
case of a Chicago “lady” who sued McDonnell 
in trespass for part of her charges, which he re- 
fas ito pay. The Supreme Court held that the 

“plaiatifY had aright to sell her virtue on her 
OW” terms, aud at ber own price.” 

THE DEFENDANT CLAIMS, 
in his pleas, that the baby which Amanda hes 
given birta to is not his; that Amanda wad not, 
hke Cwsar's wife, ‘‘above suspicion :” and, 
lastly, that he never borrowed the kettle,—if he 
did, he returned it,—and, when he borrowed it. 
it was broken. 

The case is the second on the civil docket, and 
will probably be reached in a week or ten days, 
when some rich developments may be antic i- 
pate d. 


HALS ‘TED STRE E T FIR 
Arrest of the Alleged incendiary—The 
facts inthe Case. 

In vesterday's Tribune there appeared a brief 
account ofthe fire at Dike’s grocery, corner of 
Halsted and Monroe streets, and the arrest of 
Henry FPF. Koppe, @ young man who stands 
accased of having fired the building. An in- 
vestigation of the premises shows one of the 
most sais ome aitempts ever mace in this city 
to cause a disastrous fire, and the evidence thus 
far developed ets very strongly to the accused 
as the one who is guilty of the act. The prompt- 
ness of 

MR. HIRAM AMICK, 
the Secretary of the Fire Department, who happen- 
ed to be ; assing at the time, undoubtec|y saved 
goveral structures from total destruction, and 
prevented the danger tothe slreping inmates. 
He saw the smoke issuing from the building, 
and ran quickly to the box at the corner of Hal- 
sted and Madison streets, No. 319, and gave 
the alarm, to which the engines responded in 
four minutes, and quenched the fire, as was sup- 
posed. shortly afterward. But the fire smoulder- 
ed onthe north side of the building, between 
the plaster and siding, and another alarm was 
given, wuich brought the firemen back. After 
another stream was put in play the Ure was on- 
tirely put out. 

THE STORE 

is a double one, simated on tlre southwest corner 
above indicated, in two old two 
story frame structures, and was etocked with 
goods. Mr. Dike bas been its proprietor for a 
wumber of years, and has built up a flourishing 
trade. About two vears ago he hired Koppee as 
a clerk, and retained him in bis employ until he 
became convinced that he was not a desirabie 
person ‘to have about, and a couple 
of months asco discharged him. Four 
weeks aco the store was set on tire 
and about 1,000 worth of goods destroyed. on 
which there was no insurance. Mr. Dike put his

of his former employer. He invited the neigh-

time there were found on the broken edges of a 
window-pane througu which the incendiary 
gained entrance, blood stains, aud hoppe 
was observed by several parties’ to 
have one of his hands bound up. It 
was rumored about the vicinity that the new 
competitor had set Dike’s piace on fire, and 
Koppe shortly afterward commenced an action 
against Dike for alleged

in making the aesertion that he had fired his 
atore, and placed the damages at 
figure of $30,000. ‘The suit is stil! pending. 

About 11:40 o'clock Sunday night Officer Dan 
Hogan, of the Madison Street Station, one of 
the m: st active and vigilant men onthe force, 
patr ued Blowly past Dike’s store, and saw no 
evidences of firethen. He had no sooner turned 
from iia! sted street into Adams than the alarm 
was given, and he ran back to discover a 
dense volume of thick, bless sineke issuing from 
Dike'’s store, while the air wasjfilled with the 
odor of burning kerosene. A. found Mr. 
Dike in the confasion of the fire, end, after ex- 
aminivg the store and consuiting bim, decided 
to fodand

viewed, and informed Hogan that the young 
man was standing

with the watchman and another person, when 
the alarm wae given. The two latter a easu- 
aliy, when the alarm was given by the beils, 
‘Where's the fire: Koppe imme tiately re- 
plied, ‘*It’s at Dike’s store.” and at the moment 
there were no outward signs of the fire observ- 
able from the spot where they stood. hoppe was 
found on Halsted street, near the Academy, and 
when arreated by Hoan he asked leave to go to 
his store, which was granted. He wenttoa desk, 
aud taking a half-sheet of note paper on. which 
was 60mé writing, tore it up in five or 81x strips. 
Hogan picked up the fragments, and after plac- 
ing the young man in the station, joined them 
together and discovered a filthy missive possibly 
imtended for Dike, but bearing no addresa nor 
signature. ‘Lhe prisoner, it was noticed by the

A STRONG SMELL OF KEROSENE 
about his person, and he was 
to change his pantaloons, which he 
luctantiv did. The lower portions of both 
lees of the germent were 
have been saturated with kerosene. The 
breeches were quite new, and had been but littie 
in use. On hig vest—a new black diagonal was 
a daub of new plaster-finish, and his hat also 
bore marks of plaster. Right here it must be 
stated that in onecorner of Dike’s store was a 
large tin kerosene oil-tank, with a patent pump 
attached. This had been placed im operation 
just previous to the fire by the incendiary, and 
the inilammabie liquid squirted over the walls, 
ceilings, Hoor, and shelves in the most reckless 
The whole apartment was drenched in 
coal oil. Now, the person who operated the pump 
may have spilled some of the oil cn bis gar- 
ments, and the police officers and others say 
they believe that Koppe was the individual, 
from the fact that he bad oil on his pantaloons. 
The fire burned briskly around the oul tank, 
when the incendiary applied the match to the 
well-laid kindling, and the smoke and flame 
which soon followed were so dense for a short 
time as to make it difficult for the firemen to en- 
ter the place. 

Then, again, Mr. Dike had had some

lately put on his walls near the oil-tank, and the 
ern: ared vest and hat of Koppe give further evi- 
dence that he may have been in the store of his 
rival last Sunday night. 

Adjoining the partially-burned grocery are a 
numer of frame structures.—in fact, the whole 
district is 2 wooden one,-—-and there were many 

ie sound asleep in close proximity to the 
lire whose lives were ih imminent danger. 

Koppe was visited by an attorney vesterday., 
and now declines to mak¢ any Kiatement revard- 
ig the fire and his troubles with Dike. He is of 
Fugiish birth, unmarried, and 26 years old. He 
has the reputation of living well. and dre«ses in 
tie best style. He is sti contived in Madison 
Sire Station, and will be examined ina day or 
two. 

Mr. Dike’s total loss Sunday night was $500, 
and his insurance was $1,000 im the Globe of 
Toronto.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS AS RELIGIOUS TEACHERS. 

We printed yesterday the address made at 
Cleveland by Bishop McQuvapr, Roman 
Catholic Bishop of Rochester, New York, on 
the subject of the public-school system. The 
points he makes are plain and direct : 

1. That instruction in religion and moral- 
ity are essential to any education ; that educa- 
tion without these is barren of good results, 
and tends to infidelity. 

2. That wherever religious instruction is in 
any form given in the public schools, the re- 
ligion taught is Evangelical Protestantism. 

3. That the people have a right to have an 
education including religious instruction, and 
to have their own selection as to the form of 
religion. 

4. That the public schools, teaching no re- 
ligion at all, give but a ‘‘ pagan education” ; 
and, where they attempt to combine religious 
instruction, teaching only Evangelical Protest- 
antism, the system is radically wrong and de- 
fective, and anti-American. 

The remedy for this which he proposes is, 
for the State to support all schools, leaving to 
parents the exclusive selection of the schools 
to which they will send their children. He 
wants public sectarian schools, in each of 
which religion shall be taught. This is prob- 
ably as strong a statement of the objections 
to the public-school system as can be made, 
and it includes, as the Bishop says he intend- 
ed it should, the objections of all persons who

system of education ; the objections of those 
who deny that there should be any form of 
religious instruction, and the objections of 
those who, while insisting on having religious 
instruction, object to Evangelical Protestant- 

Great Britain has just entered upon a sys- 
tem of public schools in which religion is to 
be taught ; France supports public schools 
and also churches in which religion is taught, 
without reference to the form of the religion. 
Russia has had a system of State schools in 
ail of which religion is part of the instrtc- 
tion ; these schools naturally classify them- 
selves according to the denominational faith 
of the children, and the Government pays 
the whole bill. 

The objection to the system of public 
schools proposed by this Catholic prelate is a 
‘radical one ; the objection is not that it is 
urged by the Roman Catholics, becanse in 
various parts of the country other denomina- 
tions of Christians have established and main- 
tain at their own cost a number of 
free schools in which their peculiar 
Church doctrines are taught. The objection 
is that such a system is absolutely foreign to, 
and inconsistent with, the fundamental prin- 
ciples upon which our Government is found- 
ed. The great and distinguishing feature of 
the American system of government is the 
total and absolute severance, in every particu- 
lar, of Church and State. There has never 
been an union of Church and State in this 
country. The union of Church and State has 
been the condition of all the nations of 
Europe for thousands of years. It has come 
down to the people through the long genera- 
tionsof the past, and is intimately interwoven 
in their social habits, customs, and traditions. 
This is equally so in the Protestant and 
Caibolic States. There, too, the Covern- 
ments have always been parental and 
inquisitorial. The State and the Church 
have relieved the people of all the burdens 
of thinking and acting in matters pertaining 
to the Government, and relating to the mere 
domestic affairs of marriage, parent, and 
child, education, and even of household 
economy and the rotation of crops. To these 
people whose parents for centuries have had 
schools furnished them by the State and 
Church, who have not dreamed of learning 
Soything but what was prescribed by the 
Church and State, any other system would

as to be visionary and destructive. There- 
fore it is that the union of Church and State 
in the matter of schools survives the prac- 
tical dissolution of that union in all other 
respects; and that Protestant England and 
Germany, and Catholic France, Austria, and 
Italy, support the schools of the various de- 
nominations who insist upon the union of 
secular and religious instruction. 

But the American people cut loose from all 
these traditions, associations, and institu- 
tions of the past. They made the severance 
of the State and the Church a radical one. 
Taxation by the State, in any form, for 
sectarian instruction -in any form, was pro- 
hibited. No man in all the land can right- 
fully or legally be compelled to contribute of 
his money or his goods to support any 
sectarian society, or teacher, or school, or 
pay for the instruction of any person in any 
form of dogmatic religion. The experience 
of a century has demonstrated the wisdom of 
this policy. Though at first there was some 
reluctance in some of the older States to this 
rigid exclusion of the State from the exercise 
of parental and sectarian authority over 
the people, it has become the universal law of 
the American Republic. So complete was the 
severance between the State and the Church 
that within the last ten years or longer the 
more advanced among Evangelical teachers 
have insisted that our Constitution is a ‘* God- 
less one,”—a sort of ‘* Pagan contract,”—and | 
have been laboring to have engrafted on it a 
distinct ‘‘ acknowledgment of God and of the 
Christian religion.” At present, so free is that 
Constitution from any committal in favor of 


lating to the Divinity of Christ and the Trini- 
ty, that there is no person, Christian, Mahom- 
etan, Infidel, or Israelite, who’ may not, 
with clear conscience, swear to support it. 

The duty of the State in this country in the 
matter of education is a limited one compared | 
with the accepted duty under the parental 
despotisms. It is to furnish the means of ob- 
taining a certain extent of secular instruction 
to all the children, and this duty is supple- 
mented with the other of compelling the at- 
tendance of children on some school,—either 
a school provided by the State, or at such 
other school as the parent may select at his 
own cost. There the power and duty of the 
State begin andend. It has no more author- 
ity to tax the people generally or individually 
to support schools to teach Roman Catholi- 
cism or Protestantism, Christianity or Juda- 
ism, Mormonism or Infidelity, than it has to 
tax them to build churches and support 
priests and ministers to teach the people the 
various forms of religions doctrine. It will 
be seen, therefore, that the system of popu- 
lar education proposed by this Roman Catho- 
jic prelate is utterly out of the question, and 
cannot be made general without a complete 
revolution of the fundamental principle of 
American law,—the avsolute severance of the 
State in everything from the Church. 

The complaint made in the name of the 
Roman Catholics, Jews, Infidels, and others, 
that, in a large proportion of the public 
schools, Evangelical Protestantism is taught 
with the other studies, has reference, we sup- 
pose, to the reading of the Bible in those 
schools. The Courts of Ohio, some years 
ago, decided that there was no constitutional 
authority for reading the Bible in the public 
schools of that State, save by the order of the 
School Managers, each Board acting within 
their local jurisdiction, and that the same 
authority might exclude it just the same as 
they might change aspeller or reader. We 
are not aware that reading the Bible, or any 
other direct or indirect form of religious in- 
struction, is made obligatory by law, or 


forms any part of the common-school 
system. The compulsory. use of the 
Bible, or any other book, as a 


religious instructor, or any other mode of 
compulsory religious teaching, besides being, 
like all perfunctory religious exercises, wholly 
protitiess, is a violation of the fundamental 
principle that there shall be no State religion, 
no Official religious instruction, and no taxa- 
tion to support religion or any form of re- 
ligious‘instruction. The merit of this rule is 
in its absolute character. It is the very bul- 
wark of the common-school system, and is 
all that stands between us and the mingling 
of Church and State as it prevails in other 
countries. If we will preserve these schools 
against both the churchman and the irre- 
ligious, we must maintain their independence 
and their toleration, leaving to the parent the 
exclusive right and duty of directing his 
children’s religious training. 


THE PACIFIC MAIL BRIBERY. 

Mr. Inwin, the General Lobby Agent of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company, is a cool 
hand He evidently regards the Congress of 
the United States as a body organized to 
serve his personal and official ends. His ex- 
perience with Congress so far partially war- 
rants the conclusion. Something more than 
two years ago he went to Washington with 
$750,000 in his pocket. Just what propor- 
tion of this sum he paid out is not known ; 
but he used sufficient of it to secure through 
Congress the desired Government subsidy. 
Last summer, Congress was looking for this 
Mr. Inwiy, but he did not see fit to humor 
an idle curiousity, and so staid away. ‘This 
winter it happened to suit Mr. Inw1n’s con- 
venience or purpose to put in an appearance, 
and he was good enough to tell the Congres- 
sional Committee just what he wanted to 
make public, and to refuse to tell them just 
what t/iey wanted to know. He declines per- 
emptorily to inform them to whom he paid 
the money. 

And here the case stands. No wonder Mr. 
Inwin regards Congress as a sort of personal 
attachment to further his own purposes. But 
we submit that it is time to disabuse his 
mind of this impression. He must be found 
and taught that, even if he did succeed so 
thoroughly in swindling one Congress, he 
cannot trifle with all Congresses. His pre- 
sumption is greatly increased by his volun- 
tary disclosure of what he wanted to reveal, 
and his impudent and persistent refusal to 
answer the only question of real importance 
to the country,—how and to whom the bribe- 
money was paid out. Itis the duty of Con- 
gress to avail itself of every advantage the 
law gives it to force this contumacious witness 
to terms. He should be made to disclose all the 
particulars of his corrupt use of Pacific Mail 
money, or left to rot in jail. It is necessary 
to make bribery personally dangerous in this 
country before we can escape the corrupt uses 
of money. Let us begin with Mr. Irwix, who 
seems to have been the very prince of bribers. 
He should not only be thrown into jail, to 
remain there during the session of Congress, 
or till he answers all the questions addressed 
to him, but he should also be treated in 
every respect as a criminal. He should have 
the opportunity to contrast prison-fare with 


the gorgeous lunches he used toset «~* as chief 
of the Pacific Mail lobby. If he ho. rt be- 
yond the present session of Congress, .. -n let 


him be indicted under the law, and se«..: to 
the Penitentiary. Itis no longer a question 


of Mr. Inwiy’s ‘“‘ nervous headaches,” or his | 


“pain in the bowels ". it is a question 
whether or not this nation has an yy power to 
protect itself against the imper tinence and 
villainy of corrupt lobbies and * professional 
bribgps. 

So far asthe Pacific Mail sub: idy is con- 
cerned, enough has elready bee 1 elicited to 
warrant the immediate repeal af the grant 
made by the Forty-second Con gress. It is 
now apparent that the Company, through its 
officers and agents, set aside t) aree-quarters 
of a million of dollars—amounti ig to the sub- 
sidy of a year and a half—to se cure the pas- 
sage of an act authorizing the stibsidy of half 
a miljon a year for twenty yea rs. No other 
evidence is needed that the d emand on the 
country was absolutely withou!.. merit. Had 
the Company intended to use tl 1e subsidy for 
the promotion of American c ommerce, for 
the advancement of Americar: interests, or 
with the intention of giving thi + nation a quid 
pro quo im any shape, it cc ould not have 
afforded to spend $750,000 to secure the 
enactment of the grant. T he willingness 
to pay out this amount of mo) iaey for such a 
purpose is prima facie evidence: 2 of misappro- 
priation of the subsidy itself, 1 yhich warrants 
its repeal. Aside from this, : it is fit that the 
men who consented to the w se of money in 
the purchase of aGovernment subsidy should 
be made to suffer as a punishr nent the loss of 
the personal benefits which if; was intended 
to procure for them by corrup st means. The 


_ only way to do this is to repe: al the subsidy ; 


and it is not necessary to aw: sit any further 
revelations from Mr. Irnwmy for a pretext. 
There is a sufficient warrant f jor the action in 
the established fact that $7% 0,000 were used 
to secure it, without waiting to find out how 
it was used and who got it. 

After having repealed the « subsidy thus pro- 
cured by fraud and the corru pt use of money, 
Congress may at its leisur e follow up any 
track that may be found. FP wrhaps Mr. Kine 
should first be investigate d. It is charged 
that $500,000 of this money ‘ was paid over to 
him to be disbursed where i t would do most 
good. The St. Paul pa per making this 
charge specifies banks whit :h will furnish a 
starting-point for the inc mniry. If there is 
any truth in the charge, iti s the duty of Con- 
gress to ferret itout; if th ere is not, it is in 
the interest of Mr. Kina t hat a thorough in- 
vestigation shall demonstr: ate its falsity. If 
Mr. Kiva, or any other on e person, received 
$500,000, or any other lax: ge sum, it is unrea- 
sonable to suppose that it all went to one 
man. It was manifestly divided; 
such a clew might lead to : the apprehension of 
those who shared the spoi Is. 

Mr. Irwin excuses hims wlf from revealing 
the names of the men tow thom he paid money 
on the ground that it wou id not be Aonvradle / 
He might as well be mw de to understand at 
the very outset that there was nothing very 
honorable in the transact ion from beginning 
to end, and that it would . simply be impossi- 
ble for him to do anythin ¢ more dishonoradle 
than he has already a imitted. If there is 
anybody who cuts a sorri er figure in the case 
than he does, it is the m« «nm who received the 
money while they wer > holding places of 
public trust; and if th ere is any way in 
which he can be relieved of partof the odium 
of the transaction, it is b y dividing it up with 
those he bribed,—thus m iaking him respect- 
able by comparison. 


THE SCOTT AND COC )KE SUBSIDIES, 

We have already given our readers the de- 
tails of Mr. ‘Tom Scor?’s’ bill before Congress, 
asking a subsidy from th e National Treasury 
to enable him to build t Le Texas & Pacifie 
Railroad and its branc] ics. That bill pro- 
vides that Congress shall indorse the bonds 
of the Company to the a mount of $108,000,- 
000, and pay the intere: st thereon at 5 per 
cent for forty years,—an aggregate of inter- 
est of $216,000,000. Nc ov we have the Jay 
Cooxg Northern Pacific, job. This Company 
hai a grant of forty mil) ions of acres of land. 
It las built 550 miles of railway, and issued 
$1£,000,000 of capital si tock, $25,000,000 of 
bonds, and has other de bts of $7,000,000, or 
a total debt of $50,000,100, It failed a year 


ago to pay interest on its bonds, and 
now prefers a modest; request that Con- 
cress shall give it ai d. The aid asked 


is thet Congress shall ai athorize the Company 
to issue new bonds at t] ae rate of $40,000 per 
mile, for the whole le ugth of the ruad and 
branch,—2.000 miles main rord and 1,000 
miles branch: total bo: nds, $120.000.000. On 
these bonds the Govern ment is asked to guar- 
rantee the payment of the interest at 5 per 
cent for forty years, m iaking an aggregate of 
interest of $240,000,00' J to be paid in gold by 
the United States. It will be remembered 
that Jay Cooxe & Co. ¢ maranteed the bonds 
of this Company; thes« +» bonds are now worth- 
less, and have been bo ught up by speculators 
at afew centson the dollar. The bill pro- 
poses that the old ba nds be all taken up by 
the Government, and new bonds issued for 
them,—a most admiral >le arrangement for the 
speculators, but death to the tax-payers. 

Here, then, are Tom : Scorr and Jay Cooxr, 
and their associates av 1d confederates, asking 
Congress to indorse ti 1e bonds of their bank- 
rupt railroad compan jes to an aggregate of 
$228,000,000, and to assume to pay the in- 
terest thereon for for ly years, amounting in 
the aggregate for inti :rest to $500,000,000 in 
gold\—Dering the te n years since the Civil 
War the people of the United States have 
been inordinately ta: :ed, that the public debt 
might be reduced some $350,000,000; and 
now, atthe end of ten years of relentless 
taxation, these bank rupt, rotten corporations 
come in and insist. that Congress shall add 
$228,000,000 to the public debt, and assume 
the payment of $5¢ 10,000,000 of interest on 
their bonds! 

In support of tht 3 joint scheme of gigantic 
public robbery the Democratic papers of St. 
Louis and of St. Paul are both enlisted. 
They urge upon the Democratic party in 
Congress and out ¢ ¢ it to support and aid this 
wholesale scheme «if public robbery and con- 
fiscation. They s sem to think that there is 
now a chance for ] Jemocrats to make friends 
with Mammon, av sl to goin and have their 
full share in the @ ivision of the spoils of the 
plundered Treasw) ty.

This 
repeated refusal to pass this resolution is re- 
sulting in making a handsome record for 
those who vote against it and for those who 
do not vote at all. 


THE ROCK ISLAND & HENNEPIN CANAL, 
The Rock Island Union is disturbed over 


the failure of Tux Trisvunez to appreciate the 
importance of the Rock Island & Hennepin 
Canal to Chicago. It says that the enter- 
prise is of far greater importance to Chicago 
than to Rock Island, and is amazed that Tue 
‘Tripune does not appreciate the fact. But 
we do regard the canal as of very great im- 
portance to every farmer west of the Missis- 
sippl, and to some east of it, inasmuch as it 
will cheapen the cost of transporting their 
grain, whether they send it by water-way or 
railway, and we are heartily in favor of the 
adoption of any honorable and safe method 
of digging the needed ditch. Our position 
in the matter has been wholly mis- 
understood. We have opened our columns 
to a free discussion of the merits 
of the enterprise, and have given editorial 
prominence to everything that could be urged 
in its favor. We have criticised it, too, be- 
cause it seemed to require criticism. Whenit 
was proposed as one feature of an ‘‘ omnibus” 
subsidy scheme, in company withsome of the 
most flagrant swindles ever urged at Washing- 
ton, and when some of its friends proposed 
to dig the ditch forthwith whether it could 
afterwards be filled with water or not, we 
could not partake of their enthusiasm. 

Now, however, Col. Uriry assures us that 
the measure is to be brought before Congress 
entirely on its own merits, in a separate bill, 
and in alliance with no other scheme what- 
ever. He saysthatitis proposed to dig a canal 
70 feet wide and 6 feet deep, 65 miles long, 
with 212 feet of lockage, and with a feeder 
40 miles in length, and that the whole ex- 
pense will not exceed $4,000,000, since nearly 
the whole work will be simply earth excava- 
tion through a level country. The canal will 
be designed for floating barges, which will be 
towed on the Mississippi by steamboats, and 
from Rock Island to Chicago by tugs. The 
present Congress is to be asked for $1,000,000 
to commence the work. The Northwestern 
vote in Congress is depended upon to carry 
the measure. If these hopes are realized, 


scheme, an annual subsidy of $1,000,000 for 
three or four years is expected. Col. Uriey 
assures us that not over one-tenth of the 
water in the Rock River will be required for 
the feeder and canal in the dryest season.

If, however, it is proposed to spend the 
money lavishly and run the risk of then hav- 
ing only a dry ditch to show for it; if the 
improvement of the Illinois River is to be 
hindered; and, most of all, if this scheme 
is to be part and parcel of an omnibus 
bill embracing” Jay Cooke's Northern Pacific 
swindle, and Tom Scort’s Southern Pacific 
swindle, and Huxigeut’s narrow-gauge folly, 
and the cotton-tax knavery, and the Southern 
War-claims jobbery, and the James River 
& Kanawha Mountain-Canal impossibility, 
and the Tennessee Mountain-Canal scheme, and 
any or all the others, big and little,—then Tue 
TRIBUNE will heartily oppose it, not because 
it loves the Rock Island & Hennepin Canal 
less, but because it hates all omnibus subsi- 
dies more. 


A RAID ON FOREIGN CAPITAL, 

That corrupt clique of politicians known as 
the Arkansas Ring, which has brought its 
State into political disrepute and well nigh 
to the verge of financial bankruptcy, now 
turns up in Europe as principals in a well 
organized and gigantic raid upon English cap- 
ital. Their scheme is explained in a prospec- 
tus issued by the firm of Gzorce Burnanp & 
Co., of London, offering for sale ‘** an issue 
of £200,000 in first mortgage 7 per cent 
bonds of the Little Rock Bridge Company, 
redeomable in twenty-two annual drawings, 
beginning in 1877,” the bonds being for sale 
at 87 1-2. ‘The prospectus then explains that 
the Company is about to build a bridge 1,080 
feet in length across the Arkansas River, at Lit- 
tle Rock, which is to be completed Oct. 1, 1875, 
the material being on the ground, and to setit 
in as brilliant a light as possible before the 
English capitalists, announces that four rail- 
road companies have already signed a con- 
tract to use the bridge, paying 25 cents for 
every passenger, and $3.50 for every car of 
freight. Furthermore, this accommodating 
railroad quartette, if these terms are not satis- 
factory, agree to guarantee $25,000 per an- 
num from their tolls alone. The New York 
World, in noticing this scheme, exposes its 
rottenness. ‘There are but three railroads 
running into Little Rock,—the Iron Mountain, 
the Memphis & Little Rock, and an incom- 
pleted road running from Little Rock to 
Fort Smith. The first named has a bridge 
of its own, and the second has the use 
of it. The third road has little use for any 
bridge, as it is bankrupt, and advertised for 
sale. It appears that some citizens of Little 
Rock ten years ago obtained a churter, con- 
firmed by Congress, to build a bridge arross 
the river at that place. Nothing was ever 
done towards building it, but, when the Iron 
Mountain Road approached Little Rock, some 
parties conceived the idea of buying up the 
charter, and then forcing the Railroad Com- 
pany to pay handsomely for it. Rather than 
pay the ruinous rate asked for the charter, 
the Railroad Company got a bill before Con- 
gress granting them the privilege of con- 


structing a bridge upon the same 
specifications as fixed for the Lit- 
tle Rock Company, and proceeded to 


build. The Ring then so influenced the Sec- 


ney General to have the work stopped. An 
order was issued to this effect, and then the 
Attorney General applied to the United States 
District Court to have an injunction issued, 
but the Court was proof against the trick- 
eries and scheming of the Ring, and refused 
it. Since that time the Ring has kept quiet, 
but as the time for the maturing of its notes 
which it gave for the charter approached, O. 
A. Hapuey, the President of the Company, 
armed with a mortgage, which was the only 
step that had been taken towards building, 
went to Europe with it, and the result is con- 
tained in the BurNnanpD prospectus. 

If the facts be as stated, the whole scheme 
is a bare-faced swindle, which should be 
promptly exposed, both in this country and 
Europe. It may be too late to warn English 
capitalists, but it is not too late to denounce 
in the severest terms such infamous schemes 
of corrupt politicians. It is bad enough that 
this country should be kept in continual tur- 
moil, both financial and political, with the 
frauds and corruptions of Southern carpet- 
baggers and corrupt politicians, but that these 
same Rings should take their rotten schemes 
to Europe, and pledge the credit of this coun- 
try for their soundness, is simply an outrage 
of the worst description, and one which should 
be exposed promptly and thoroughly. Our 
reputation at home has suffered sufficiently 
without having it ruined abroad. 


A WORD TO SOUTHERN REPUBLICANS. 
The Southern Republican members of 


Congress, according to the Washington 
dispatches, have been holding a cau- 
cus in the nature of an indignation 
meeting, at which a great deal of superfluous 
complaint was made because Northern Re- 
publicans, as a party, are disposed to hold 
the ‘‘ carpet-baggers ” responsible for the dis- 
ordered condition of things at the South.

The word has thus come to be misapplied to 
mean the “lobbyist” in the worst sense of 
the term; and whoever is caught in disreput- 
able work of this nature shields him- 
self behind this cover. The lobbies of 
the Capitol are filled with just such 
‘‘attorneys” as these; and even the halls 
of Congress are not free from them. The 
practice of members of Congress lending 
their influence in the interest of individual 
clients against the Government, and there- 
fore against the people of the United States 
whom they are sent to Washington to repre- 
sent, has become so common of late years as 
to be a national disgrace. It is radically 
wrong; an abuse in its very nature. The 
Congressman who consents to do a thing of 
this kind places himself in the position of the 
lawyer who betrays his own client in the 
interest of that client’s opponent. This is 
regarded as most disreputable in private 
life; why not equally so in public 
life? Such conduct disbars a lawyer 
from practice in the courts; why should it 
not disbar Congressmen from seats in the 
National Legislature? What right has the

Funeral of the Hon. J. B. Rice. 


The Common Council met last evening, Presi- 
dent Dixon in the Ciair. 

THE LATE HON. J. B. RICE. 

The following communication was received 
from the Mayor: 

CarcaGo, Dec, 21, 1874.—Gentlemen : I have learned 
with deep sorrow of the death of the Hon, J. B. Rice, 
Congressman from the First Illinois District, tormer- 
ly, for two consecutive terms, Mayor of the City of Chi- 
cago, and one of our oldest and most esteemed fellow- 
citizens, I beg to notify you that the funeral of the 
deceased gentieman will take place to-morrow morning 
at 11 o’clock, from Grace byiscopal Church, on Wabash 
avenue, I would respectfully suggest that your hon- 
orable body, together with other city officials, assem- 
ble at the.City-Hall, where carriages will be in waiting, 
at 10:30 a, m, to-morrow, and yproceed thence to the 
church, to pay a last tribute of reepect to the memory 
of one who i life was revered by ali his fellow-citizens, 
Mespectfuily, H, D. COLVIN, Mayor. 

On motion of Ald. Richardson, the communi- 
catiou was received and placed on file, and the 
Council voted to atteud the funeral in a body. 

Aid. R. B. Stone moved that all the city offices 
be closed in honor of the memory of the Hon. J. 
LB. Rice. It was unanimously adopted. 

THE EXPOSITION BUILDING 4S A RAILROAD DEPOT. 

A communication was received from Comp- 
troller Hayes, calling attention to the leasing of 
a portion of the Exposition Building as a pas- 
sevger depot for the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, 
and suggesiing that such a step might impair 
the right and title of the city to the Lake Front 
property. He asked the Council to take suitable 
action in the matier. 

Ald. Richardson spoke in opposition to the 
leasing of the building for any such purpose, 
fearing that if the railroad company once got 


ground had been granted for an Industrial Ex- 


position only, and it was never contemplated | 


that it should be sub-let. It was a cool propo- 
sition for the Exposition Directors to pocket the 
rental of the building, and ie thougit the Coun- 
cil should stop it at once. 

Ald. Scoaffner expressed the sams view, say- 
ing that, while he would favor the selling of a de- 
pot site tothe railroad companiesfor a fair consid- 
ation, he was opposed to leasing it or any part of 
it. He moved the passage of an order di- 
recting the Board of Public Works to take im- 
mediate steps to prevent the occupancy of any 
portion of the lake-front property by the Balti- 
more & Ohio, or any other railroad company. 

Ald. Campbe)l wanted to instruct the Law De- 
partment to proceed at once to oust the railroad 
company. He was informed that posseasion bad 
already been secured, aud that a train had been 
run upou the property the preceding day. 

Ald. Hildreth moved the adoption ofa resolu- 
tion instructing the Law Department to take im- 
mediate steps to prevent the occupancy of the 
Lake Front in the manuver proposed. 

Ald. Heath explained thaé it was only contem- 
plated to use the building as a waiting-room, and 
not to lay any side-tracks upon the property. 
The Company was to pay a rental of $500 per 
month until Juve 1, 1875, when the building was 
to be vacated. If the occupancy of the property 
a8 @ paseenger Waiting-room would jeopardize 
the city’s interests, he would oppose it as strong- 
ly a8 any man. 

Other Aldermen spoke in condemnation of the 
project, and the opinion was freely expressed 
that the Board of Public Works had transcended 
its powers in asseuting to the leasing of the 
building by the Exposition Directors. 

Ald. Campbell thought the Board of Public 
Works, in the light of the oft-expressed sense 
of the Council on the subject of tne Lake Frent, 
should at least have reported to the Council the 
proposition to lease the building to the Balti- 
more & Ohio Road. 

The communication of the Comptroller was 
referred to the Committee on Judiciary. 

Ald. Cullerton offered a resolution repealing 
the order passed March 23, 1574, extending the 
permit for the occupancy of the Lake Front by 
the Expoeition Building. He thought this the 
best pian to head off the Exposition Directors. 

Aid. Schafiner did not approve of this scheme, 
believing that the majority of the Exposition 
Directors had acted in good faith, but had been 
imposed upon by the railroad company, who only 
desired to geta foothold. But, if the repealing 
order were passed, no one could suppose that 
the buiiding would be torn down. The thing to 
be done was for the Law Department to oust the 
raiircad company at once. 

Alu. Hildreth’s order to this effect was passed 
without a dissenting voice. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

A communication was received from the Chi- 
cago Puolic Library Directors setting forth the 
financial embarrassmenis of that institution. 
It was referred to the Commiitee on Finance, 

An ordinance granting permission to the Chi- 
cago & South Atiantic Rattroad to cross certain 
streets was reierred to the Committee on Ral- 
roads. 

Ald. Jonas offered a resolution punching up 
Committees to submit reports upon matters re- 
ferred to them. He withdrew it upon being in- 
formed that Rule 48 coyered the question. 

Ald. Waterman offered a resolution calling 
upon the Board of Police and Fire Commission- 
ers to report as to the number of Fire Wardens 
employed, their districts, and duties. Adopted. 

Ald. Cuilerton offered a resojution calling 
upou the Board of Public Works to confer with 
the railroad companies interested as to the con- 
struction of a viaduct at Biue Island avenue and 
Sixteenth street. 

THE SUPPRESSION OF GAMBLING. 

Ald. Campbell offered a resolution instructing 
the Board of Police to report the reason why 
the law against gambling-houses was uot en- 
forced. e@ understood the Board bad a reason, 
and would, if called upon, state who was to 
blame. 

Aid. Cullerton demanded the reference of the 
resolution to the Committee on Police. 

Ald. Campbell said he understood that it was 
said that gambling could not be suppressed. 
Five bundred policemen could hunt every 
gambler out of the city in three days, and 
yet it was claimed that gambling could not be 
suppressed ; and, when an attempt was made to 
bring the police authorities to av accountability 
for non-performance of duty, Aldermen in this 
Council were ready to smother the resolution by 
having it referred to a committee. 

Ald. Richardson said that this was the usual 
speech which had been heard in the Council for 
the last year. If it was desired to stop gambling, 
why not sav stop, and not go to calling upono 
a fogy Board for reasons why they don’t stop it. 

Aged Mr. Reno, of the Board of Police, sat 
very near Ald. Richardson, and felt highly com- 
plimented by the term “ fogy.” 

The resolution was referred to the Committee 
on Police. 

A resoluticn was passed directing the Comp- 
troller to report the names of parties occupying 
echool property, the terms of their leases, and 
the amount of rent due. 

THE WABASH AVENUE RAILROAD, 

A communication was received from the Chi- 
cago & South Atlantic Railroad Company offer- 
ing to lay a double track on Wabash avenue, 
from Lake to Twenty-second street, a single 
track thence to Thirty-second, and a double 
track thence to the city limits ; to have the liae 
constructed by Sept. 1, 1875, unless restrained ; 
to construct aod keepin orderall street pave- 
ment; to put on palace care and run them once 
every hour from 12 o'clock at night to 6 in the 
morning; to charge 5 cents 
sell commutation tickets at the rate of 
4 cents, and to pay 1 per cent of 
the net earnings of the Company each year into 
the City Treasury. The communication, and an 
ordinance embodying its propositions, was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Streets and Alleys, 
South Division. 

Engrossed ordinances granting to the City 
Railway Company and the Wabash Avenue Rail- 
way Company the nght to lay tracks on Wabash 
avenue were taken up. 

Ald. R. B. Stone moved that the ordinances be 
laid over until some remonsirauces could be con- 
sidered.

THE DANVILLE & VINCENNES. 
IT WILL NOT BE ENJOINED FROM TAKING THE CHI- 
CAGO 4 SOUTHERN, 

The Chicago, Danville & Vincennes Railroad 
Company seems to have almost as much trouble 
in trying to get possession of the Chicago & 
Southern Railroad Company as though it were 
attempting to swallow the Illinois Ceutral; but 
a ray of encouragement was given it yesterday 
morning by Judge Farwell, and probably ere 
this it bas masticated the desired morsel. About 
six weeks ago J. B. Brown filed a bill in the 
Superior Court, and obtained an injunction re- 
straining the Chicago, Danville & Vincennes 
Railroad Company from taking possession of 
the Chicago & Southern Railroad, on which 
Brown claimed alien for work done and mate- 
rials furnished. A week ago this injuuction 
was dissolved. A few days after Bernard 
Loewenthal filed a bill in the Circuit Court, 
stating that ho had $40,000 of bonds 
of the Chicago, Danville & Vincennes 
vailway Company, a part of which road had 
subsequently been built under the name of the 
Chicago & Southern Railroad, and alleging that 
lus interests would suffer if the Chicago, Dan- 


: ville & Vincennes Railroad was permitted to 


take possession of the Chicago & Southern 
Koad. Healso asked for an injanction, and 
yesterday the motion was partly arzued, but be- 
fore conclusion Judge Farwell intimated that he 
would not grant an injuuction, and the motion, 
therefore, was witbdrawn. The Judge said 
that, even by the allegations of the 
suflicient cause was not shown 
to necessitate an injunction. The Southern 
Road was worth in the neighborhood of $200,000. 
Mr. Loeweothal aud another bad a lien for 
about $50,000, and there were also liens for 
work, etc., to the amount of perhaps 40,000 
mole, but even these combined would not equal 
oue-half the value of tho road, and it did not 
seem as though complainant’s security would be 
cudangered, nor did it seem equitable under the 
present circumstances of the case to stop the 
present lessee from taking possession.

SLEEPING-CARS. 
REDUCTION OF CHARGES NEEDED. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

CarcaGao, Dec. 21.—I have read with decided 
approval the articles in your paper of the 19th 
and 20th, on hotel charges in New York and 
cheap rail charges for passengers on roads lead- 
ing from Chicago. I travel extensively all over 
the country; indeed, am ‘‘on the road” six 
months in every year. Aslalways pay full 
fare, and ask no favors, I call myself a good cus- 
tomer to railroads. I desire to call attention of 
the public to one of the greatest extortions of 
modern railroad traveling, viz.: the palace-car and 
sleeping-car swindie. When the latter first 
commenced to run, fifteen years ago, 50 cents 
was charged forasingle berth. The price was 
soon increased to $1, and afterwards to $2 for 
each berth; and on the Southern roads the 
charges are $2.50 for each berth on the Wagoner 

leepers. That this price is unnecessarily high 
is shown by the rapid appreciation of Pullman 
ear stock now among our most valuable securi- 


tics. 

Let any pereon start for a trip to New Or- 
leans, for instance, and he will tind out that the 
eleeping-car charges bear no small comparison 
to the ticket caarges. 

On the all-rail ronte between Boaton and New 
York the sleeper charges were $1.50 a berth for 
many years. But, on the plea that everybody 
else charges $2, they were raised to the latter 
price turee years ago. Two dollars, there- 
fore, is the uviform rate all over the country. 
The complaint among travelers at this extortion 
is attracting attention, and will make iteelf known 
and felt. Yesterday | came from St. Louis on 
tue Lilinois Central Road, occupying a siceping- 
car, a8 is my usual habit. The car itself was one 
of the best and most luxuriant in all its ap- 
pointments I have ever noticed,—fully equal to 
Pullman's latest improvements. ‘The oteral in 
charge informed me that the charges on Jan. 1 
were to be lowered to $1.50 a berth. This Com- 
pany may rest assured that the traveling public 
will show tbeir appreciation of this concession to 
moderation in charges for sleeping-car accom- 
modations. 

‘Iho great Pullman may, or may not, notice 
this change, butthe Public will. Please spel! pub- 
lic with a big P, and confer a favor by calling at- 
tention to the palace and sleepidg-car swindle.

THE ALION « 67. LOUIS CASE. 

Judge Corydon H. Beckwith, General Solicitor 
of the Chicago & Alton Railroad, returned from 
Washington yesterday, baving succeeded in satis- 
factorily adjusting the difficulty of his road in 
regard to taxes claimed to be yet due to the Gov- 
ernment, Judge Beckwith says tbat the diffi- 
culty aroso from the fact that there were various 
constructions as to the expiration of the Reveaue 
law of 1866. While many claimed that the law 
expired Jan. 1, others again contended that it 
did not expire until August, 1870, and hence the 
claim. The Supreme Court some time ago de- 
cided that the law expired April, 1870. The 
road, to avoid difliculties, offered, in accordance 
with the above decision, to pay the tax, which 
amounted to $77,217.77, and the Commissioners 
finally decided to accept the offer. Shortiy 
after the return of the Judge, # Goverp- 
ment officer called on the Company for 
formal returns as required by the Commissioner. 
The returns were made out and handed to him. 
They will have to be forwarded to Washington 
for approval, aud when again presented will be 
promptly paid. 

RAILROAD EARNINGS. 

Of twenty-one railroads reporung earnings (or 
November, all but tao show an increase, 
compared with November of last year, when, 
however, traiic was in the extremely depressed 
condition resulting from the panic. The aver- 
age earnings per mile of the 9,063 mules 
reportivg were $590, against S519 
1D 1873, the increase being about 
746 percent. But whilo these roads have made 
progress since the panic, they have yet to go 
about two audahalf times as far betore they 
reach the prosperity of 1872. Of the seventeen 
roads reporting forthe eleven months of this 
year, six show an increase in total earnings, but 
only three im earnings per mile. On the av- 
erage, there has been a decrease of 5° per cent 
in earnings per mile—from $7,054 to $6,655. 

PASSENGER RATES ON THE MICHIGAN CENTRAL. 
Zo the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Cutcaco, Dec. 21,—The facts in regard to the 
reduction of rates on roads running East are 
these: One of the Eastern lines, whose local 
rates have been in excess of 3 cents per mile, 
bave corrected their tariff to that basis. This 
is because of the opening of new and shorter 
lines. The Michigan Central bas not for sev- 
eral yeare charged higher than 3 cents per mile 
in any instance, and now its local rates hardly 
average 2%; cents, and are always tending dowo- 
wards, while ite through rates hardly average

COMMANDER WILLIAM B. CUSHING 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

CuicaGco, Dec. 20.—Another, and the greatest 
of the Cushing brothers, wrapping the mantle of 
tragedy about him, as became one of his race, 
has passed away. It was the dream of this 
young Viking to become an Admiral at 80; he 
yearned for glory, but not for himself alone. 

Alonzo H, Cushing, a graduate of Weat Point, 
an officer of artillery, after receiving ® mortal 
and agonizing wound at the battle of Gettys- 
burg, still remained on the field, in command of 
his battery, and, to the last speaking manly 
words of encouragement to his men, fell dead 
at the supreme moment of yictory,—a second 
bullet through his brain. 

Dear to the heart of the sailor was this 
soldier-brother’s memory, and he often said, 
whatever fame he might acquire he wished to 
share with the dead; that linked with his per- 
sonal ambition was the desire to rescue 
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these inadequate lines in the hope of partially 
fulfiliing his wishes. 

Cushing had a second brother whose name 
should not be omitted in this place, — 
Howard B., an oilicer of cavalry, who 
was killed, two years ago, in a gallant fight with 
the celebrated Apache Chief Cochise, after hav- 
ing won @ high reputation for skill and bravery 
in Indian warfare. 

Like the stout old Earl Siward, who,—the 
English chroniclers teil us,—when dying, de- 
manded bis armor and his spear, scorning to die 
in bed like a woman, Cushing, had he chosen his 
end, would have perished amid the shocks of 
broadsides, on the deck of asinking ship. It 
was ordained otherwise. ‘The brave sailor, 
the generous friend, the loyal busband, the kind 
father, has been taken away from the navy of 
which he was the brightest ornament; from the 
friends who loved him as he deserved; from the 
wife who kuew him better and loved him more 
than could all others; from the children—un- 
conscious of their great loss—to whom he has 
left a beritage of which they may be proud in- 
deed ; for are they not the offspring of, perhaps, 
the last hero of the Bayard type,—the last man 
whose real actions outshine the spleadors of ro- 
mance ? x.

AMUSEMENTS. 
THE OPERA BOUFFE. 

French covers a multitude of sins, particularly 
inacountry where it is not generaliy under- 
stood. Perhaps this is why French opera has 
always been so popular in America. At all 
events, the popularity shows no signs of waning ; 
there was a crowded house at the Academy last 
night to listen to ‘* La Fille de Madame Angot” 
for the fortieth or fiftieth time. The opera is 
pretty enough and wicked enough to vie with 
any of Offenbach’s in public favor. As the pur- 
pose of opera bouffe is mainly to burlesque vir- 
tue, ‘‘La Fille de Madame Angot” is even 
in advance of some of its contemporaries. 
Time: that of Barras and Madamo Tallien; 
scene: revolutionary; dramatis persone: a 
professional drab; an amateur ditto; an 
miveuturous etreet-singer; intriguing minis- 
ters ; a daughter born bo a mother two years and 
a hal? after the death of the husband, and reared 
under the fostering care of the Market of the 
Innocenta. These, with many-sided deceptions, 
BuggestivVe situations, the lascivious pleasing of 
& Bong Or two, the cau-can, and the maze of airy 
nothings that make up the iuimitable humor of 
the French stage, offered a tempting oppor- 
tunity to three Freoch librettists who united to 
rival Herve and Lecocy, who has caught the 
spirit of Offenbach. ‘The music is indeed 
of @ more coutagious kind, if possible, 
than Offenbach’s, and if Mile. Aimee 
and her coufreres came somewhat oftener 
the airs of the opera would be hummed 
in the parlors and whistled in the strects with 
the same indefatigable industry and the same 
unrhythmic measure as the ‘* Mulligan Guards.” 
As it is, there isan air of familiarity running like 
an obligato throuehoat the piece, which we recog- 
nize as one catches tbe irresistible tempo of a 
‘‘rench dauce. 

Mile, Aimee’s troupe has been almost entirely 
reorgauized, withthe exce:tion of the chorus; 
of course the chorus isaiwaysthesame. On the 
whole, perhaps there is an improvement, though 
individual comparisons might be made odious. 
M. Koiletz, the new tenor, will not be so great a 
favorite as M. Juteau was. He does not sing so 
well, does not make so much out of the voice 
he has, and is not so sprightly an actor. He 
takes things too much au serveur for the French 
Stage; there is a dignity about him to which we 
are unaccustomed in bouffe-opera. We should 
as soon expect to see Jiamilei in antic» in the 
grave scene as to expect genuine, Dearty luo 
from M. Kolletz. The part of + oimponnet—per- 
haps the best male character i the play—was 
taken by M. Arrigotti (2 Frenchman of Corsican 
antecedents), who was substituted for M. 
Scraud, the gentleman down on the bill 
for it. M. Arrigotti played and sang 
the part well; sang better, we aro inclined to 
think, and acted better, wo know, than the lead- 
ing tenor. Mile. Nardynn, the second lady, who 
appeared as Alice. Lange, was also an improve- 
ment on her predecessor. She is not particu- 
larly pretty,—but perbaps Mile. Aimee will not 
permit this in the seconda donna ; but she sings 
unusually weil for the place she bolda, is pleas- 
antin manner, and atair actress. The minor 
parts were better taken than of ordinary, espe- 
cialiy those of Larivandiere, 7renivz, and Louch- 
ard. Of Mile. Aimee it need only be said 
that she has changed but little; if anything, her 
yoice bas improved, and sbe breaks out in the 
finales with something like genuine merit as a 
vocalist. Tle two duets between Miles. Aimee 
and Nardyun—the school-dav scene in the sec- 
oud act and the denouement of the play—were 
the vocal teatures of the evening, and have never 
been done so well in Chicago. 

The special features of the opera were well 
given. Tho conspiracy scene (would opera- 
bouffe be com; lete without one ?) was excruciat- 
ingly fuuny. The can-can wasiotroduced by M. 
Gevot and Mile. Vandamme in the last act, 
under the name of *“‘the highly characteristic 
National Republican dance of 1797—La Fricas- 
see,” We presume this can scarcely be called 
ap anachronism, since an ingenious Frenchman 
bas traced the origin of tue can-can away back 
to Noah and Mount Ararat. Altogether, the 
performance was creditable artistically, which, 
sn Opera-bouffe, is always in inverse proportion 
to moral ment. If the nouse had been warmer 
to begin with, and the management bad not 
charged an exorbitant price for their lbrettos, 
a great many people would have enjoyed it 
more.

THE CAMILLA URSO CONCERT. 

The first of the brief season of concerts by 
the Camilla Urso Troupe was given at Farwell 
Hall last evening, under the. auspices of the 
Lakeside Lecture Course management, and in 
this instance the management is to be credited 
with having given its patrons and the general 
public a musical entertainment which was very 
attractive, especially in comparison with its first 
venture in the musical line a few weeks since. 
The andience wasa very large one, and as en- 
thusiastic as possible,—its enthusiasm, in fact, 
working up to such a pitch that every 
number on the programme, except the first and 
last, we believe, was encored, the encores 
being distributed with the utmost impartiality to 
good, bad, and indifferent. It was ail caviare to 
the goneral. Madame Urso was of course the 
prominent figure of attraction. It is a very 
long time since she has been here, and as the 
audience gras not a musical but a lecture one, 
there weré probably many who had never heard 
ber before. ‘Tbe old stager, however, would find 
no change in her. Her playing 18 marked by the 
same cold, upimpassioned, but polished, style as 
of old, the same graceful handling of her in- 
strument, which never appears awkward or out of 
place in her hands, the same delicate, tender 
touch, the same beautifully-ehaded gradations 
of tone, and wonderful diminuendo and pianis- 
simo, in which respect she inevitably reminds 
one of Braga and his ‘cello work, Her numbers 
were the Mendelasohn Concerto in E, Leciaire’s 
quaint ‘‘Sarabande,” which was a masterpiece 
of technical skill, and *‘ The Last Rose of Sum- 
mer,” given for an encore, with a smoothness 
and delicacy which sre particularly her own, 
Miss Doria sang the “ Freiechuetz Polonaise,” 
the Haydn song, “My mother bids me 
bind wy hair,” and Taubert’s ‘' Goldfinch 
and Peasant.” It was ber second ap- 
pearance here, her firet having been 
made last winter in ‘ Paradise and the Peri,” 
and the disappointment of that first appearance 
was not relieved by her efforts last evening. It 
is only a good method without any spontaneity 
or warmth. Mr. Sauret, the pianist, plaved 
some lght numbers which were heartily re- 
eeived, although they were given neither better 
nor woree than the average of piano-playing. 
Mr. Fessenden and Mr. Rudolpbsen both 
achieved an enthusiastic auccess, their singing of 
the familiar ballad ‘‘ Beware,” being the popular 
hit of the evening, and securing for them a 
double encore—a fact which may be credited to 
Mr. Rudolpbsen'’s mimicry avd humor in his 
part of the duet.

FOOLEY'S THEATRE. 

In order to give the patrons of his theatre a 
decided change, Mr. Hooley brought out the 
great resource of Waliack’s Theatre, New York, 
entitled “The Veteran,” last evening, and a 
more astonished collection of natives than those 
who faced the curtain on its final descent it 
would be difficult to find. It would be 
almost as serious an undertaking to look for the 
plot of ** The Veteran.” It would be impossible 
to give to the reader any adequate idea of this 
extraordinary composition, for in six acts the 
authors have succeeded in exhibiting almost 
every phase of the drama,—tragedy, melodrama, 
comedy, spectacle, farce, and negro-muinatrelsy, 
with an occasional threat of the variety hail. 
lt opens with two actsof legitimate comedy, 
whose sparkle is absolutely dazzling, 
but the effervescence seems to exhaust 
the vitality of the piece, and on the 
opening of the third act *‘The Veteran” be- 
gins its cometary career, launching wildiy out 
into space, gathering with every scene fresh im- 
petus in its byperbolic course, and bringing up 
absolutely powhere in the celestial economy. 
Towards the close its plot becomes a telescopic 
object of Sinsignificant interest, but any hopes 
or calculations, based upon this glimpse, 
of its ultimate return to the regions 
of possible computation, are blighted by 
the finale. Thetwo firat acts give promise of 
one of the cheerlest, most bustling comedies ever 
played, and, except in occasional inatances, the 


acting of the piece 18 confined exclusively to 
them. Wich the exception of Mr. San)sbury and 
Miss Hawthorve, who enter only with the third 
act, there is pothing more of the legitimate left. 
‘The few momenta intervening between tbe con- 
clusion of the drameand the hour of guing to press 
are too brief for av extended notice. But if one 
wants to have #mirs, and Frenchmen, and tem- 
perance lectures, and widows, and irishmen, and 
whisky, and seragiios, and romance, and scenery, 
and rant, and comedy, aud dresses, and spangles, 
and low comedy, aod melodrama, and satin 
shoes, and daggers, and flirtation, and romp,

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THE SUFFERING IN KANSAS. 


To the Editor of The Chicaco Tridune: 

bkorr Harker, Kan., Dec. 17.—In justice to 
our State and to this entire section of country, I 
think some explanation becoming as regards the 
so-called famine in this and neighboring *iatas, 
resulting from the grashopper-scourge. ‘le re- 
porte going the rounds of the papers are great 
exaggerations of the facts. Ellsworth County, in 
which we are located, is in the centre of the 
State, and is comparatively a new county. What- 
ever suffcring there may be for want of food or 
clothing is coufiped to the extreme frontier 
counties, where, owing to the settlement 
baving been made within the last year, no crops 
other than corn has been planted. This having 
failed, the resources of those who depended en- 
tirely upon this crop is cut off, and they are, 
therefore, in peed of the neceszarics of life. 

The locality in which the people are in this 
condition dves not exceed two tiers of counties, 
runuing north and south, west of the centre of 
the State, as the settlementa do not reach be- 
youd two counties west of such centre, and, east 
of this, other crops than corp were an average 
yield. In our county we are just about on a 
balance,—we have no grain to sell, and but 
little to buy; while Saline County, next east, is 
shipping wheat to Chicago, which 18 bought from 
the farmers at 60 cents per bushel. If there 
need be want where wheat is 60 cents, and 
plenty of it, we leave you and your readers to 
jude. 

We want these facts to come fairly before the 
people of the Eastern Siates; we do not want 
them tothink the whole people of Kansas are 
starving, Whilc the entire entire eastern half of 
our State, which composes nearly ail the settled 
portion, has plenty. A little assistance may 
be needed; but the people of Kansas are not 
starving.

Pmeces of canned roods and 
fish were unchanged. Bagging, coal, wood, and 
pig-iron were duli, as previously qnoted. Thero 
was a firmer tone to the market tor the leading 
oils—notabiy carbon, linseed, and turpentine.

The lumber market is quiet and unchanged. A 
few smal! local and country orders are received, 
but trade in the aggregate is notlarge.

SHOCK OF AN EARTHQUAKE. 

To the residentsin tha far up-town regions 
lving on aud nearto the iiarlem itiver, and in 
ail adjacent towns, lying along the Hudson 
River, as well, the shock was felt very percepti- 
bly, and, in nearly every instance, jarred doors 
and windows, rattled down pictures aad orna- 
ments from the wails and mantels, and sent the 
frightened inmates flying out of doors, often en 
deshabille, asking each other, in terror-stricken 
‘What can be the matter?” Having 
lived for some years in South America, I was en- 
tireiy accastomed tothe peculiar phenomenon, 
aud, as 1 was spendiug the night. away up town, 
in Harlem, I kuew at once what the heavy 


rumbling, the sudden heavy jar, the wailing 
wind, aud the oscillatory motioa, indicated. 
And, explaining to my frightened friends that it 
was a bona-fide earthquake-shock, | prepared to 
rush out on tothe street, as on similar occasions I 
have done in South America, to escape from the 
falliog buildings. But, in this insiance, the 
shock, though very decided, was of short dura- 
tion; and, thongh it greatly terrified New York- 
ers, not esed to its peculiar, uncertain horrors, 
yet I, as an old veieranu in such affairs, treated it 
With indifference, as Only an attempt at a scare. 
To see, as Ihave done, the ground open and 
shut, throwing up stones and dirt at each up- 
heava!; to be obiiged to run for very life to the 
nearest hill-side, while the ground roils and falls 
in long, billowy undulations ; to hear the hiss of 
the tumultuous, boiling sea, and the frighteued 
wail of every animal, and of all animate nature: 
to see the bones of the dead coming from their 
ghastly sepuichre, amid the terrible throes of an 
earthquake ; while tottering walls and falling 
timbers kill those fleeing to the mountains, al- 
most at your side,—these are some of the ac- 
compauiments Of a veritable earthquake, that 
were not found ip our New York disturpance 
the other night. And yet ali the ueigkbors 
about us secmed equally as alarmed as the less 
stoical South-American residente. Of a irnth, 
au earthquake-shock, be it of a shorter or longer 
durauon, is something oue Can Leyer become op- 
tirely accustomed to.

low sides of a melion or a pear. Evena large 
yreen cucumber, acid-looking though it appear, 
1s found filled with candies, and thus delights 
the little one by its change from sour to sweet. 
Never were the doll family more numerous and 
more beautiful, more Frenchy and more encbant- 
ing, with their wonderful steel-biue eyes, rea! 
crimpy hair and long eyelashes. Every yariety 
of toy, and indeed the very world in miniature. is 
reproduced for the pleasure of children, We 
are always sorry for the littie ones when the 
delusions and illusions of Santa Claus are finally 
found out, and they come down to the actual, 
cold realities of life.

This plain little mission-school, situated in the 
very worst haunte of depraved bumanily, on 
Mulberry street, near Wooster and Houston and 
aud kindred streets, wag filled with a hundred 
or more of littie girls,—literally the waifs of the 
btreets,—being taught to read aad sew, to knit 
and mend, and to come eleanly clad, and with 
tidy bair, and washed faces and hands. To 
many of these little girls, the experiment of 
washing and cleanliness is a complete novelty; 
aud yet, with feminine tact, the face and hands 
shoue with soap and scrubbing, snd the scrabby 
hair was tightly braided, according to the pre- 
vailing fashion, in as many little tails as had the 
eweet little ‘‘Kenwigs” immortalized by Dickens. 
In clean calico dresses and aprons, and strong 
shoes and stockings, these former *‘ vagrant beg- 
gar brats’ sat and chatted, sewed and sung. As 
inapy of them can find employment in suops al- 
ter being well instructed here, the life that 
stretches out before them will take them from 
the horrors of low dance-bouses and simular 
places to the honorabie positions of clerks aud 
seamstresses, aud a siate of respectable woman- 
hood. To such noble, unobtrusive charities as 
these, there can be only praises accorded.

Prof. Seelve, in a recent lecture, gives a dif- 
ferent explauation of this famous mode of 
punmisbment from that which isoften entertained. 
He eays: ‘It is well for us to understand, when 
we see the papera, as they occasionally do, tak- 
ing up the subject of English barbarity, whatis 
the meaning of this ‘barbarity.’ I have found 
persons who supposed the punishment of firihg 
Sepoys from @cannon’s mouth meant that 
Sepoys were actually put inside the cannon and 
fired out. In reality the victim was put about 
six feet in front of the eannon, which was 
heavily loaded with powder alone; and I was 
told that no person untfamiliar with artillery 
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would have any idea of the minuteness of the 
fragments into which the body was scattered. 
This was a great penne, not on account of 
the death, or of the manner of death, but 
because the body was scattered and denied the 
rites of burial. That is a terribie thing for a 
Hindoo, aud the English report and believe that 
arebellion was stopped there just by the 
sturdy statement of an English officer who said 
that if there were any signs of mutiny he would 
subject ail mutineers to this punishment, and it 
cannot be doubted that this punishment was the 
most salutary oue, so far as affected the success 
of England.”

For a numbe 
of months fom aud his brother wandered up 
and down the Plains of Kausas, now joining a 
hunting party for the West, now heiping to 
bring huge droves of ‘lexas cattle from the 
South. Sometimes he was in company with his 
brother, at other times he went alone. 

At this time excitemeut was running unusu- 
ally high in regard to Lorse-stealing. 

it was near tie close of @ beautifal day in 
Juiy that young Ford for the first time ap- 
proached State Creek Kanche, situated in Buim- 
ner County, near the town of Caldweil. He 
had waiked all day, coming from the southeast, 
aud jooked forward with joyful anticipations to 
the rest and food be should obtain at the ranche, 
previous to puslung on to Calaweil, 6 miles fui- 
ther, whither he was bound. Just before reach- 
lng the rauche he became cognizant o1 the tact 
that two men were fvliowing bim, but he had a 
revolver, and, suppow#sing if the men lulorfered 
with him if woulu be for the purpose of rob- 
be y, be bed bo f: uo of tien. 

lie soon arrived at Lue ranche, where he re- 
freshed bimeelf with meat aud drink, for half an 
hour, aud then starved for Caldwe!t, His jour- 
uey lay through @ woods of scattered trees and 
abundant biush. He had gone scarcely a mile 
when three men suddenly sprang upon him from 
a haze copse. So sudden was the attack that he 
bad no time to draw @ Weapon, LO time to make 
auv asfense.

COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 
THE CRIMINAL COURT. 

The Board of County Commissioners met 
yesterday afternoon, President Burdick in the 
cbair. 

The report of the Clerk of the Criminal! Court 
for the six months ending Nov. 30 was referred 
to the Committee on Jail and Jail Accounts. 
There were collected Clerk’s and witnesses’ fees 
amounting to $1,763.43 ; Sheriff's fees collected 
anj paid, $145.97; Clerk's fees earned and un- 
paid in cases disposed of and passed, and charge- 
able to Cook County, $4,145.43. There are now 
pending in the Court 350 crimin al cases not 
taxed, and im which the fees will amount to 
@1,400. 

The annual report of the Warden of the County 
Hospital was presented and referred. The re- 
port has already been published in THE TRIBUAE. 

THE COUNTY POQOR-HOUSE. 

The Warden of the Poor-House and Insane 
Asylum submitted his annual report, in which 
be recommends an addition to the Poor-House 
of 25 feet in length, and that some action be 
taken in the matter of the care of yonng chil- 
dren whose parents, inmates of the House, are not 
fit persons to have charge of them. His idea is 
that, such persons shouid be refused admission, 
aud the children taken in charge until they can 
be apprenticed or otherwise disposed of. Of 
the farm there are 110 acres under cultivation. 
The religious wants of the Poor-House have 
been supplied bythe Rev. Fathers Lawarcs and 
Theile for the Catholivs, and Messrs. Suutn, of 
Park Ridge, and Hemingway, of Norwood, for 
the Protestants. There were 530 inmates re- 
maining in the Poor-House Dec. 1, 1573, aud 
there were admitted during the year 1,703: dis- 
charged, 1,636; and nowremaioving, 647. Of those 
admitted, 129 were Americans, 9 of them col- 
ored; born in Denmark, 10; England, 20; Ger- 


- many, 75; Ireland, 168; Norway, 22; Sweden, su ; 


Scotiand, 10. ‘he list of arueles manufactured 
during the year includes 274 quiits, 327 sheets, 
149 bed-ticks, 198 towels ; men’s sbirts, 1,073 ; 
men’s ts, 658; and women’s and children’s 
clothing in great quantities, the whole footing 
up 5,779 articles. ‘here were 27 births during the 
year, and 664 mterments of paupers. The re- 
ceipts from the sale of bones, irouscraps, calves, 
and old barrels amounted to $2738.75, aud there 
was paid out for various incidentals $153. The 
receipts for board of patients were $515, and 
there wae paid out for piano, stool, transporta- 
tion of patients, postage, etc., $156.75. here 
were 65 pupils in the Poor-House School. 
DISEASED HOG8. 

Commissioner McCaffrey said that be uncer- 
stood there was a disease among the hogs ai tiie 
Poor-House, and, if some of them were not 
sold at once, they would die on the countys 
bands.

COUNTY RELIEF. 
SOME DEFECTS IN THE SYSTEM. 

A city correspondent has written to Tae Tris- 
UNE to make complaint relative to the system 
pursued by parties who furnish meat, bread, and 
fuel on relief tickets. The butcher and baker, 
he says, take trouble to pick out the very worst 
of both lines of provisions when an applicant for 
aid appears, although the public money is paid 
forthe same articles that the regular purchazer 
pays cash for. The coal-dealer generally fur- 
nishes non-combustible, or, rather, non-in- 
flammable, macerial, such as coal-dust and 
the worst particles of anthracite he can pick 
out. The writer comvlains of the Chicago 
Relief and Aid Society in this connection, 
but, evidently, under some mistake, because a 
TRIBUNE reporter called on Supt. Trusdell of the 
Relief and Aid Society yesterday afternoon and 
made inquiries relative to the affaic, which re- 
sulted in the following statement by the officer 
referred to: ; 

‘* The of that letter,” said Mr. Trusdell, “ has 
made the mistake of confounding us with the 
County Agent's office. The letter is & verv sensi- 
bie one, and the evil complained of should be 
checked at once, in some way. I saw bow it 
went to give tickets a year ago, and shut down 
on the practice. Butchers, bakers, and coal- 
dealers appear to be universally inclined to give 
their worst class of food to the bolders of 


tickets, although the latter are perfectly 
eood for the amount shown upon _ their 
face. For example, several months ago 


a distressed man came into this office and asked 
for tickets for meat and bread, which were given. 
He went to the butcher’s and made his bargain, 
so that anice piece of meat was cut, but when 
he came to present his relief ticket the butcher 
flared up and said, ** Why didn't you say that be- 
fore? I'd not have given you this piece,” or 
words to that effect. Of course, had the butch- 
er known that bis customer was a relief appli- 
cant, he would have given him a soup bone, or 
some truck that he could not got rid of by regu- 
lar saie. 

‘*Seeing how things were goiug, we made arule, 
which we strictly adhere to, of giving money cnly, 
audthen the appiicants cau suit themselves. 
If they get meat, they get as good as there is in 
the market. If they get coal, they get not 
refuse, but the generai article. And so on. 
Il have no doubt that abuses exist in the line 
complained of in some of the departments drawn 
upon vy the County Agent. I thiok it 18 an-evil 
tiat should be remedied. Remember that we 
give money to those alone whom we deem worthy 
of relief. If a man is not fit io be trusted with 
money, he is not fit to be helped.’

ALBERT COETZE. 
MEETING OF FRIENDS OF THE FAMILY. 

The friends of the family of Albert Goetze, who 
was murdered about a year ago, as is alleged, by 
Joseph Tansey, held a meeting last evening at 
Vorwarts Turver Hall, on West Twelfth street, 
for the purpose of devising means to assist in 
the prosecution of Tansey. 

There were about forty persons present. Mr. 
Fritz Goetze, a brother of the deceased, called 
the meeting to order, and stated that at last the 
murderer of his brotber had been apprehended. 
Thev all were aware of the circumstances of the 
dastardly deed which not only cost the life of 
bis brother, but that of his father aud mother, 
who died shortly afterwards of grief, leaviag 
six smail children, whom he had now to support. 
Ail he asked was that they would use their influ- 
ence to induce some of our influential German 
citizens to stand by his side and aid him in the 
prosecution ‘The police had acted shamefully. 
Although Tansey was in the city some time after 
the murder was committed, still they refused to 
arrest him, and, had it not been for Detective 
Heinzeiman, he would never have been arrested. 
The speaker was deeply affected, and the tears 
rolled down his cheeks while he spoke, almost 
stifling his words. 

Mr. H. Keck said thet not only the murderer, 
but some of the policemen who refused to arrest 


him, should be prosecuted. There were three 
Polanders whom he knew well who 
were present when two policemen came 
to the snop- where Tansey worxed, 


being sent there to arrest him: still they al- 
lowed him to leave the place unmolested. acting 
as if they bai not known it was him. ‘The wit- 
nesses were ready to swear toit, and identify the 
policemen. 

Mr. Loding and several others made speeches 
denouncing the action of the police oiticers. 
Finally it was decided to adjourn uutil next 
Monday evening. to see in the meantime Mr. 
llesing, Gen. Lieb, and other prominent Ger-

CuicaGco, Dec. 21.—In your issue of the 19th 
inst.

This is pot so, for when tbe alarm was given 
there were no flames perceptible, merely some 
smoke issuing from the front windows of the 
store in the east end of the row, and it was some 
moments before the flames burst forth. The 
engines were not on hand promptly, as he as- 
serts, and when they did arrive the men in 
charge were long in getting them to work, as 
was tho case with the one at the corner of Wash- 
ington and Elizabeth streets. This engine was 
at teast eight or ten minutes at the fire-hydrant 
before it was set at work. Why should there be 
such delay ? 

Marshal Benner acknowledges that he was at 
the firemen’s ball when the alarm was given, 
and waited some minutes for his buggy to be 
brought to the hali to carry him to the fire. 
How, then, could he know whether the biock of 
buildings was on fire ‘‘from one end to the 
other” before the arrival of the nearest en- 
gines ? 

His statement is altogether ‘‘too thin,” as is 
well known by those who witnessed the con- 
flagratiow, and his explanation manufactured for 
the purpose of covering up one of the many 
blunders that have so frequently occurred during 
the past year.

Any tidings of him may be left as the 
police stations.

IOWA SUPREME COURT. 


A Casein Equity—Liability of a Debtor 
to Ligqguor-Sellers—Personal. 
Special Lispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Des Mornes, Ia., Dec. 21.—The Supreme 
Court has an equity case before it, involving, 
first, tho jurisdiction of a State Court to inquire 
into the validity of a patent, and determine 
whether a certain thing was patentable - second, 
that as the thing patented had been in use pre- 
viously, though not in the same form, nor with 
the same results, whether the patent was there- 
fore void. ‘The argument occupied the week, 
and closed on Saturday. The action is to set 
aside contracts for the sale of a patent right, on 
the ground that the thing was not patentable. 

The caso of Rbormberg, the great liquor- 
dealer of Dubuque, vs. Beck, was reversed in 
the Supreme Court. The action was for the 
value of lhquor sold. The defense set up the il- 
legal sale of the liquor. The court below gave 
judgment for the plaintiff. Ihe Supreme Court 
reversed it on the ground that the plaintiff 
failed to sLow that the sale was for some of the 
four legal purposes. ‘he court has already 
held that a debtor may recover back all money 

aid for liquor sold in this State in violation of 
aw. 

Justice Miller, of the Supreme Conrt, has 
been unable to be present in court during this 
term. His term will expire next year, aod his 
successor is being canvassed freely, purely on 
locality grounds. There ie no reascn why the 
old two-term rule should not prevail, and he be 
his ow b successor. He is a good Judge. 


THO GREAT PITTSBURG LAND SUIT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaae Tridune. 

Pirrsspura, Pa., Dec. 21.—After ten dave 
trial, the interesting Indian land case was sud- 
denly brought to a close to-day by Judge Mc- 
Kennan, of the United States Circuit Court, who 
decided the marriage of William Mowry to 
the Indian woman Cubbayouquit invalid, under 
the laws of Michigan. Counsel made no argu- 
ment, and the jury rendered a verdict for the 
defendants without leaving their seats. The 
court-room was jammed during the proceedings. 
The defendants filed a bill asking for an injunc- 
tion to restrain the plaintiff from bringing other 
suits, pending an appeal to the United States 
Supreme Court, before which Court the case will 
be brought. A prelimiuary injunction was 
granted, and the hearing tixed forthe 20th of 
March.

OHIO LEGISLATURE. 

Cotvmsvs, O., Dec. 21.—In the House, this 
mo~ning, a bill was introduced requiring Probate 
Judges to appoint Inspectors, whose duty it shall 
be to inspect domestic liquors. The bill forbids 
the use of drugs in manufacturing liquors, and 
tne sale of uninspected liquors.
